Migration of Rural Residents to the 
City Has Brought the World to 
an Abyss of Hunger and Want

F there be any virtue in publicity, the people

of the seriousness of the present and pros- 
pective food situation throughout the world. It 
may perhaps be doubted, however, whether they 
have as yet really passed from the stage of intel- 
lectual apperception of the facts to that of ‘per- 
sonal realization of what these ‘facts will ulti- 
mately mean for themselves ag individuals: 

The prices of the various kinds of: food in our 
markets are indeed. inordinately. high the 
drain upon the average pocketbook: han. the 
are purchased is sévere. Yét there 


ble—at a price—in every community ih | the'c coun- 
try. Great numbers of persons undoubtedly ‘be- 
lieve that all the talk of a scarcity of food, at least 
in this country, is fallacious and indulged in for 
some sinister purpose. 

Naturally, those in this frame of mind’ are.in- 
dignant when told that it now is the duty of the 
United States, notwithstanding the scantiness of 
its own stores of food and the ever-increasing 
prices therefor, to share these stores w'th other 
still more necessitous countries, even tho igh 
these be now our allies in the greatest of all 
wars. 

Despite this scepticism, the people of the United 
States have to face, certainly for the coming 12 
months, and in all probability for more than one 
year thereafter, a condition of things with respect 
to their supply of food, the like of which has. not 
been seen on the North American continent since 
its earliest colonization by the white race, u):less 
exception perhaps be made of the first’ winter of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. 

For, at least a generation past, the tendency of 
Ameritan economic and social endeavor has been 
toward increasing the sum of satisfacticns enjoy.d 
by the urban producers and workers, while leav- 
ing the rural producer and worker to fare as 
test they may from the results of their unheeded 
and unassisted toil. The result has been that 
there has been a continuous movement of. the 
agricultural population toward the urban indus- 
tries and unbalancing movement from the uinee 
communities to the country. 


Migration of Rural Dwellers 
to Cities the Chief Cause - 


The continuance of the farmer on his far at 
all has been due either to the sluggish inertia of 
his mind or to the instinctive and deep-rv sted 
gratification derived from the ownership of land. 
Given alertness of mind, the rural dweller has in 
the great majority of cases seen his advantage in 
leaving agriculture to become.an urban worker, 
requiring, instead of producing, a part of the 
country’s food supply. 

This is the deep underlying cause f the present 
embarrassment of the United States in connec- 
tion with its food supply. That this cause must 
ultimately bring about a crisis in the country’s 
economic situation was long ago perceived by not 
a few students of the larger aspects of our affairs; 
the present writer, for example, began to fore- 
cast such an outcome of the movement of the 
productive population some yéars before the be- 
ginning of the Buropean war. And yet, for a va- 
riety of reasons—some of them coming into slay 
almost miraculously in the very nick of time— 
the crisis was long. postponed.

The American crop season of 1916 was relatively (' 
one of the most unpropitious experienced in this 
country within the memory of any person now 
living. Two of our major food crops—wheat and 
potatoes—-were short of a comfortable provision 
for our own population. A’ third food crop—corn— 
fell three or four hundred. millions of bushels be- 
low the aggregate of the natural domestic de- 
mands upon it. The production of vegetables 
was scanty in proportion to our own needs. Of 
only two or three of the minor crops could it be 
gaid that they gave a full yield. Taking all our 
crops together and adding to them the food re- 
serves brought forward from the previous year 
or years, the total supply for the crop season of 
1916-1917 was a close fit as against our domestic 
requirements for consumption, seed and carry- 
over, and afforded nothing in the way of a sur- 
plus out of which a reasonable amount of ex- 
ports could be drawn.

Combination of Unpropitious 
Season With Unusual Conditions 


With such a crop out-turn for 1916 in the Unit- 
ed States for the period up to the harvesting of 
the crop of 1917, it was obvious that the important 
food-importing countries of the world should look 
elsewhere than to us for their supplies. This, 
however, was not to be; on the contrary, the needs 
of these countries are greater than ever before, 
while the production of the other food-exporting 
countries has been disastrously small in compari- 
son with that of recent normal years, while at 
least two of these countries—Russia and Rumania 
—are to a very large extent cut off from an ex- 
portation of foodstuffs by reason of the war sit- 
uation. 

Accordingly, we have been subjected to an ip- 
sistent deniand for considerable portions of this 
supply for export, and under conditions such that 
we could not well refuse to let it go.

AMERICA’S RESPONSE. | 

The striking out of the volunteer amendments 
to the administration army bill by. a vote of 279 
to 98 in the House agsures the adoption of the 
selective draft. At this writing the success of 
the bill in both houses seems certain. 

The result is primarily a great stroke for the 
country. It assures an adequate, thoroughly 
trained army for war needs. It assures equality 
of service and a discriminative selection of men 
for various branches of service; in short, the 
measure spells national efficiency. 

The voting of this splendid measure of pre- 
paredness with the $7,000,000,000 war purse is 
America’s response to the call of the President 
for defense of American rights and of justice 
and liberty. It is our answer to the needs o! 
our war allies and to the sneers of our enemies. 

We shall create a great navy and a great arm? 
to support and carry to victory the cause of 
humanity and democracy we have espoused. 

The result is a sptendid victory for the Presi- 
dent and for the men fn the nation who of their own 
motion and at their own expense of money and 
labor undertook the task of arousing, educating 
and organizing the people in support of univers?! 
obligatory military training and service as a 
necessity of national defense. 

As a pioneer in the West in advocating uni- 
versal training and service the Post-Dispatch is 
deeply gratified at the succéssful] conclusion of 
the campaign. Our persistent efforts and the 
efforts of those who have co-operated with @s in 
pressing this essential measure of national] safe- 
ty are justified. 

America will do her part in the war at every 
point—farm, factory, field and sea. She will be 
a potent factor in the decision for democracy 
against autocracy. ; 
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OLD OLIPPER DAYS COMING BACK. 

Figures compiled by the Federal Shipping Board 
in an investigation into the problems of build- 
ing wooden ships to replace the commercial ton- 
nage destroyed by German submarines would 
seem to indicate that this scourge of the seas 
has not been an unmixed evil. 

The figures show that there are 2700 billions 
of feet of merchantable timber in the forests of 
the United States. The sawmills have a capacity 
of 117 billions of board feet a year, which is 160 
per cent greater than the largest amount of lum- 
ber ever produced in any one year. Indeed, it 
is said that there is more wood in the country 
available right now than would be required to 
build the largest fleet needed by all the nations 
of the world. A considerable portion of it repre- 
sents an already overstocked market. 

From this it would appear that more than 
enough timber for all tne vessels needed could be 
obtained withott building a single new sawmil] 
and without dangerously increasing the normal 
annual output of lumber. Chairman Denman of 
the Shipping Board declares that an expenditure 
of $50,000,000 would enable the shipyards of the 
United States to turn out wooden ships at the 
rate of 200,000 tons a month and that in the 14 
months after next October they would turn out 
between 800 and 1000 ships, each of a tonnage 
of 3000 and capable of an extreme speed of 12 
knots an hour. 

These vessels would not be discarded after 
the war. They would have an average life of 35 
years in service. They would be invaluable in 
war, of course, because, if for no other reasons, 
they would end the greatest menace of the sub- 
marine—its effectiveness for blockade service. 
But im times of peace they would once more carry 
the American flag into every sea and restore to 
the United States the supremacy in the world’s 
carrying trade which it enjoyed in the two 
decades before the Civil War. 
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PREMIUMS FOR BIGGER CROPS. 

Italy is-encouraging agricultural production by 
offering premiums to farmers who make unusual 
increases in spring wheat and other crops. 

Our State and county fairs have always offered 
premiums for the finest, samples of agricultural 
and hortfcultural products. But this year some- 
thing more is needed. We must encourage bulk 
as well as quality. The two blades of grass where 
one grew before—the doubling or quadrupling of 
the number of bushels or tons of foodstuffs to 
the acre—is of even more consequence than the 
showing of handsome fruits and big potatoes and 
pumpkins. 

The national and local defense boards should 
co-operate with the fair organizations and farm 
associations in every effort looking to the in- 
crease of all sorts of food crops. Prizes and pre- 
miums will be more eloquent than speeches and 
circulars. 
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THE LAW OF .REPRISALS. 

As a reprisal against the willful destruction of 
British hospital ships by German submarines a 
British air fleet has bombarded the town of Frei- 
burg in Baden. The German report declares that 
seven women, three men and one soldier were 
killed and seventeen women, eight men and twe 
children were injured. 

‘sWe must resolutely contest the right to make 
such attacks,” says the official statement, which 
asserts that Freiburg is “an open and undefended 
town.” 

It makes a lot of difference whose ox is gored. 
If it’s the English ox, there can be no ground for 
complaint; but the German ox is an ox of another 
color. 

The Germans have killed and wounded many 
hundred English non-combatants in their Zeppe- 
lin raids; the German people have applauded 
these exploits ag heroic, after having been duped 
by dishonest war office announcements character- 
izing these attacks as having been carried out 
against “fortified English towns.” The fact is 
they differed little if at all from the attack upon 
Freiburg, except that, under the right of reprisal 
to compel an enemy to desist from illegal prac- 
tices, the latter bombardment was justified. 

The Germans have likewise sought to justify 
the Zeppelin attacks upon England on the ground 
of reprisal against England's “illegal starvation 


y 


policy.” But the starvation policy is not illegal as. 
to Germany; it is illegal only as to neutrals. It is 
distinctly accepted by all states that starvation, 
is a proper agency of war. The United States 
code expressly says: 
It is lawful to starve the hostile ‘belligerenty 
armed or unarmed, so that it leads to the 


speedier subjection of the enemy. 

The Hague prohibition against attacks upon 
“undefended towns, villages, etc.” is wholly with- 
out value, since the presence of a single soldier 
in a town may make it defended; it may be said 
to be undefended only if it will surrender forth- 
with upon demand to any hostile force, land, 
naval or aerial. 

Non-combatants and private property are nev- 
ertheless protected under the common law of 
war, which forbids all killing and destruction 
that has not an adequate direct military object. 
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SPEAKER CLARE’S ‘‘SLUR.’’ 

It is unnecessary to answer Speaker Clark’s as- 
sumption that those who favor obligatory mili- 
tary service are belittling the volunteer. His 
praise of the volunteer and his resentment of any 
reflection upon his courage and patriotism were 
wholly beside the question. Every argument made 
for obligatory service is a tribute to the volunteer 
who bears the burden of the slacker. 

Mr. Clark's reflection on the conscript, how- 
ever, is resented by all true Americans. He tra- 
duced Missourians when he said that in their view 
“there is very little difference between a con- 
script and a convict,” and protested against put- 
ting upon American citizens ‘‘the slur of being a 
conscript.” : 

If there is a slur in being called to‘the defense 

of the country by the Government and in sharing 
with all other citizens equally the obligation, duty 
and privilege of defending the nation, then a slur 
\is a badge of honor. 
- Surviving veterans of the Civil War on both 
sides and their descendants will resent the “slur” 
that Speaker Clark: put upon the American con- 
script whose obligation to serve was embodied in 
law by his own representatives and was enforced 
as a duty of citizenship for the defense of his 
country by his own Government. 

The Government of the Confederate States 
adopted conscription April 16, 1862, and the men 
of the Confederate armies who endured the great- 
est hardships with heroic courage and devotion 
were loyal conscripts. The United States Gov- 
ernment adopted conscription the following year 
under the leadership and advocacy of Abraham 
Lincoln, It was an unwise form of conscription 
because it permitted substitutes, but brave and 
loyal men were drafted. 

Speaker Clark’s buncombe indicated not only a 
lack of reason and judgment, but ignorance of the 
fundamental! principles of democracy, the founda- 
tion stene of which is the equa! obligation of citi- 
zens to support and defend their own institutions 
and country. His slur on the men who respond 
under law to their obligation shows an utter lack 
of discriminating sense, taste and decency. He 
is a spectacular misfit in the Speaker’s chair and 


in Congress. 


The'efficial who gets out the Berlin war reports 
seems also to be losing his morale. Definite state- 
ments in the daily communiques are getting to be 
as rare as crowned heads in Europe. 


SOCIALISTIO OX GORED. 

A decided change in their hostile attitude to- 
ward the continuance of the war is reported 
among Socialist pacifists of Russia. The reason 
for it is interesting. The Russian passenger ship 
Zare, having aboard a number of leading Russian 
Socialists was sunk by a.German submarine with 
loss of Socialist lives, 

The discovery that pacifists are not immune 
from the intolerable aggressions of a determined 
belligerent that puts its trust in reeking tube and 
fron shard seems to have been a painful] one. 
Given certain conditions of world-wide or even 
continental prevalence, a devoted and patriotic 
nationalism may be the best means of promoting 
the internationalism ideal. 

The indignant Petrograd comrades want an 
internationalism so regulated as to protect them 
from such barbarous depredations. Socialists 
share in the consequences of the wrongs that 
give rise to war. The clearly defined objects of 
the world war present many incentives for Social- 
ists to fight for them as resolutely as other men.

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NOVELIST WELLS ON REPUBLICANISM. 

Believing that when Novelist H. G. Wells 
pleaded for more republicanism in England he 
was aiming a blow at the British crown, the Lon- 
don Times attacked the idea with vigor. “The 
crown is the indispensable keystone of the Brit- 
igh Empire,” it remarked. 

The owner and editor of the paper is a man 
whose political services to British stand-patters 
won him a title of nobility. Naturally he op- 
poses a change that would put coronets in the 
scrap heap along with the other flummery and 
flub-dub of crowns. 

Explanations from Mr. Wells subsequent to his 
first statement make it uncertain as to just what 
he was advocating. Apparently he was recom- 
mending more republicanism, not for England, 
but for other countries, Greece for instance. 

England has made much progress in a benefi- 
cent paternalism serving as a palliative for the 
distressing poverty that is a direct result of its 
governing system, but not much progress to- 
ward republicanism. About Ahe only important 
advance in that direction in recent years was the 
change suspending the veto of the House of 
Lords under certafh intricate conditions. But 
the fact that the lords still wield an enormous 
power under this suspensory veto, which can. be 
overridden only with great difficulty, shows that 
this advance is small. 

If more republicgnism would be a good thing 
for Greece and other countries, why wouldn't it 
be a good thing for England? A republic in 
London would remove the last barrier to close 
relations with America after the war. What 
could do more to knit closely the ties with Can- 
ade, whose super loyalty to “his majesty the 
King, God biess him"”—surpassing anything 
known in England itself—always strikes Ameri-

But early in April the 
International, Institute of Agriculture, 
at Rome, began to let it be known 
that the grain statistics_it was ob- 
tulning from the various grain-grow- 
ing countries which contribute to the 
support of the institution were far less 
favorable than had been anticipated 
as late as October last, and were, in 
fact, positively alarming as regards 
the adequacy of the world’s grain 
supplies to last even to August, 1917, 
On April 6, David Lubin, founder of 
the institute and representative of 
the American Government in _ its 
work, sent a warning to the United 
States, in the. course of which he 
said: 

“Wor the first time in many years 
there exists a deficit in the (world) sup- 
ply of corn, wheat, rye, barley and oats, 
estimated at a total of 130,000,000 bushels 
less than the normal requirements for 
countries open to trade. The situation is 
worse than was expected last October. 
The institute’s reports indicated then a 
surplus of more than enough to feed the 
world until August of this year, when 
the new crops begin to come in.” 

It is unnecessary to dilate upon the 
really appalling seriousness of the situa- 
tion ascertained to exist by the Interna- 


tion so threatening that no one now liv- 
ing in a Givilized country has even 
known its like. On the basis of the most 
trustworthy statistics and estimates ob- 
tainable, the institute has been forced 
to the conclusion that with every ele- 
vator in the world drained of its con- 
tents, with every bin and crib in the 
world scraped to the bottom, the world’s 
supply of the grains usable for human 
food, whether directly or in the form of 
meat, not only would not suffice to, 
meet the requirements of the unblock- 
aded countries from April to August 
but would fall 130,000,000 bushels short 
of those requirements. 

Without the severest restriction of 
their consumption by multitudes of peo- 
ple somewhere, the last weeks of the 


tion in some or all of the countries af- 
fected; and, except by chance here and 
there, not a bushel of these grains would 
remain at the end of the present crop 
year to serve as a surplus to supplement 
any possible deficiencies of the produc- 
tion of the coming year. 

The case presented by the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture, though 
far more disturbing than that made out 
by M. Beret, was by no means as bad 
as the actual facts. In its calculations 
the institute undoubtedly assumed that 
the winter wheat crop of the United 
States would be at least of normal size, 
as its acreage was record-breaking and 
it was not known, even as late as the 
end of March, that the average condi- 
tion of the growing crop had been ex- 
tensively impaired. When, however, the 
Department of Agriculture on April 7, 
estimated the condition of the crop at 
practically 23 per cent lower than the 
past 10 years’ average, and indicative 
of a production of only 430,000,000 bush- 
els of winter wheat, as compared with 
481,744,000 bushels last year and 673,947,- 
000 bushels in 1915, it was seen at a 
giance that but an infinitesmal chance 
remained that the total wheat produc- 
tion of the United States in 1917 would 
even fairly come up to our own norma] 
requirements for consumption and seed 
—about 640,000,000 bushels—to say noth- 
ing of leaving an exportable surplus of 
proportions commensurate with the re- 
quirements of our allies in Europe. 

This new aspect of the American win- 
ter wheat crop compels a revisal upward 
of the foreign estimates of the world’s 
shortage of grain. The estimate of the 
International Institute of Agriculture 
for the shortage up to August must be 
raised from 130,000,000 bushel to at least 
200,000,000 bushels; and M. Beret’s es- 
timate of the deficit of the wheat from 
exporting countries which confronts the 
entente and neutral countries of Europe 
must now be increased (account being 
also taken of the later information from 
Argentina, Australia and New Zealand) 
from about 200,000,000 bushels to not far 
from 350,000,000 bushels.

U-BOATS CANNOT WIN WAR 


World Rejects Military Rule for 
Equity, Justice, Fairness 
and Equality. 


LONDON, April 28.—The beginning of 
the end for Germany next autumn and 
peace before winter is over, is the pre- 
‘diction of Lieutenant-General Jan Chris- 
> tian. Smuts, who commanded the vic- 

' torious British expedition in German 
East Africa and who now is represent- 
ing South Africa in the imperial con- 
ference here. 

“Morally and politically, Germany al- 


ready is defeated,’’ he said the other 
day, “and all that remains is the final 
issue on the field of battle. 
_ “The submarine? Well, I am firmly 
convinced that the submarine cam- 
; paign is not going to settle this war. 
At the best it is nothing more or legs 
than a raid on our wide imperial lines 
of communication. The raids will be 
severe and will inconvenience us very 
seriously, but’ they will not lead to our 
defeat. 

“No raid on lines of communication 
ever yet led to the defeat of any em- 
pire in the world. This summer, I think, 
we will see the. submarine effort on 
which Germany is relying fail and then, 
earlier than many of us think, we 
shall hear of peace. 

“This nation is not inspired by venge- 
ful feeling, nor by any desire to destroy 
the German nation. We are actuated 
by higher motives... I am sure the na- 
tion will make a wise settlement, not 
only in its own interests, but in the in- 
terests of Europe. 

“What can I modestly say about South 
Africa? We started this war with an 
internal convulsion in our own country. 
Unlike other parts of the British em- 
pire, we first. had to set our own ho 
in order. This was done. We,secur 
peace and quiet in South Africa, and to- 
day, except-in a small and fever-ridden 
district, the German flag is not flying 
south of the Equator. Fifteen years 
ago a very large proportion of this pop- 
ulation was locked in deadly conflict 
with the British empire. 

“The fundamental issue in this strug- 
gle in which we are engaged is that 
the government of the world is not mil- 
itary and that it cannot be taken over 
by a military machine, but only on prin- 
ciples of equity, justice, fairness and 
equality. 

“You see the effects of this already. 
Germany started enormously strong and 
preponderant in military strength over 
the world. What have we seeng Sim- 
ply because we have a just cause and 
simply because she has been trying 
to hack her way through, in a military 
sense, one country after another has 
dropped away from her. Two of her 
own treaty nations have dropped her, 
and today, all over the world, you find 
the nations of the world coming to- 
gether against her. 
~ “I do not hide from myself that the 
position is a grave one, that the central 
@mpires are an enormously strong mill- 
tary combination, and when I speak of 
ultimate victory I do not hide from my- 
self that we have hard work in front of 
us ahd that there are difficult times 
ahead. There is no doubt, however, ate 
er the long time the war has lasted— 
almdst three years—and the exhaustion 
which is overtaking Central Europe, 
that they canont continue much longer 
and that.by this autumn they will have 
® made their maximum military effort.”

Amount Turned Into Whisky 
and Beer Last Fiscal Year 
106,748,892 Bushels. 


49,069,542, . OF . CORN 


Barley Used. Was. 48,000,148 
Bushels; 7 Per Cent of Rye 
Crop Taken. 


WASHINGTON, 28.—Since the 
declaration of war with Germany there 
has been some discussion of curtailing 
or forbidding the 


holic liquors in the United States, fn 
order -that the corn, wheat, rye, barley 
and oats used in their 
might be diverted to food purposes. Ad- 
vocates and opponents of the step have 
brought forth conflicting statistics as to 
the amount of cereals used in distilling 
and brewing. 

According to figures prepared by the 
Départment of Agriculture and the De- 
partment of Internal Revenue, the total 
of cereals used in the making of whis- 
kies, beers and so on, for the fiscal year 
ending June, 1916, amounted to 106,748,892 
bushels. Hops, which is used extensive- 
ly in the brewing industry is not listed 
because it is not strictly a food cereal. 

Cereals Used in Spirits. 

In the manufacture of ‘distilled spirits 
the following quantities of cereals were 
used: Corn, 32,068,542 bushels; rye, -3,116,- 
612 bushels; wheat, 3373 bushels; malt, 
4,480,588 bushels; barley, 148 bushels; 
oats, 9807 bushels, and other cereals, 68,- 
822 bushels. This makes a total of 39,- 
748,892 bushels of food cereals used by 
the distilleries. 

In the brewing industry there was 
used 48,000,000 bushels of barley, 17,000,- 
000 bushels of corn and 2,000,000 bushels 
of rice. Hops being partly an imported 
product is not listed by either of the 
Government departments. 

The articles most extensively used in 
both distilling and brewing are Barley 
and corn, 48,000,148 bushels of barley, and 
49,069,542 ‘bushels of corn. The to 
amount OF : corn raised in the Unite a 
States foe the year ending Dec. -15, 1916, 
was 2,583,241,000: bushels, - of . barley 
180,927,000 bushels; ” 

From these figures it appears that the 
brewing and distilling industries use 
about 2 per cent of the cérn. crop and 
about 27 per cent of the barley crop. 


Seven Per Cent of Rye. 
The total rye crop was 47,383,000 


bushels, of which about 7 per cent went 
into the manufacture of distilled spirits. 
Five per cent of the rice crop of the 
United States, which amounted to 41,000,- 
000 bushels last year, went into beer. 
The amount of wheat used by the dis- 
tilleries was minute compared to the to- 
tal production of 640,000,000 bushels. 
Molasses is used largely ‘in the liquor 
industry, more than 152,000,000 gallons be- 
ing taken by the distilleries last year.

To.do this 
they are sacrificing thousands and 
thousands of men. As far as the 
British are concerned these tactics 
admirably satisfy them because the 
British purpose is not primarily to 
capture men, but to pound the Ger- 
mans, to multiply the German casual- 
ties and to thus accomplish the work 
of attrition. 

Going back for a moment to Verdun, 
it will be remembered that the Ger- 
mans at that time said with perfect 
justice that while they had fatled to 
take Verdun they had compelled the 
French to use at Verdun the reserves 
and the line which the French 
had purposed to use later in a general 
offensive. They charged that they had 
prevented this offensive and this proved 
to be untrue, as the battle of the Somme 
showed; but had the French been able 
to use at the Somme the troops which 
were consumed at Verdun, the Somme 
offensive might have been more im- 
mediate and completely successful than 
it was. 

We may then well conjecture that the

FOOD “PROBLEM PRESSING 


Pressing Need of Ships to Carry 
Supplies: to the Allies 
Emphasized. 


WASHINGTON, April 28—Aroused 
by information brought to this coun- 
try by the British and French war 
missions concerning the growing suc- 
cess of U-boats .President Wilson 


and his Cabinet have prepared to 
launch as speedily as possible their 


|} Campaign to break down the block- 


ade, planned by the administration as 
the -nation’s first physical stroke 
against Germany. 

The food problem occupied the Cab- 
inet meeting yesterday almost to the ex- 
clusion of all other important war ques- 
tions. Afterward it was indicated 
that the recent German. submarine 
ravages were considered so success- 
ful that the United States must mar- 
tial its resources immediately to put 
tuure* merchant ships in commission, w 
help devise some means cf fighting 
submarines, and to insure a greater 
yield of foodstuffs to offset the in- 
creasing destruction of food cargoes 
in the war zone. 

Members of the Cabinet took to 
the meeting a great quantity of in- 
formation given by the visiting mis- 
sions, including a plea by some mem- 
bers of the French commission that 
America must act quickly if: the 
world is to be saved from famine. 
Recent declarations in the British 
Parliament were reviewed as supple- 
menting this evidence. There was no 
ettempt to conceal the @#mpression 
that the food problem had become the 
most pressing question facing the 
United States in its efforts to stem 
the progress of its enemy. 

Ships Needed Quickly. 

Acceleration of the Shipping Board’s 
program for a great fleet of wooden 
ships to carry foodstuffs is regarded as 
certain: ‘This: program is regarded es 
embracing vast possibilities for eventu- 
ally breaking down the blivckade, but 
officials now are convinced that it is .m- 
perative to get the ships into the water 
much sooner than had been planned. 

To increase the transatlantic tonnage 
the board also is striving to put the 
German and Austrian ships into: service 
as quickly as possible, and to transfer 
to foreign trade as many as practicahie 
of the coastwise and Great Lak3s 
steamers, and more energetic steps than 
ever in that direction are looked fur. 
Karly action on food. control legisiation 
ig forecast, and there probably will be 
more. urgent, appeals to the farmers to 
develop agricultural resources to their 
utmost. 

What the navy wil do directly to com- 
bat the submarine menace has not been 
fully deveioped, but it is known that 
Secretary Daniels is planning further 
conferences with ship builders to speed 
up the construction of destroyers, the 
type of naval vegsels generally regardeu 
as most effective against undersea 
craft. 
ss Free to Smash Blockades; 
Administration officials are understood 
‘to fee] that the Government is free to 
concentrate its resources now ori smash- 
ing’ the blockade because the other ele- 
ments“of the President’s war program 
are well on their way to accomplish- 
ment. Plans for furnishing the allies

POISON IN. FOOD 


Corn Bread and Sausage Served 
in Gaines Home, Webster 


Groves, Under Inquiry. 


TASTE OF BOTH WAS ‘HOT’ 


Mrs. Gaines an Inmate of Sani- 
tarium After Nervous Attack 
Until Six Weeks Ago. 


Mrs. Sara Gaines, 39 years old, of 
604 Bonita avenue, Webster Groves, 
wife of J. Allison Gaines, Instructor 
in mathematics in McKinley High 
School, St. Louis, died yesterday 
morning from an illness which began 
when she was eating dinner Friday 
evening. Seven other members of 
the household were stricken, at the 
same time, and a son, AllisonJr., 17, 
was said last night to be in a critical 
condition. Gaines, four other sons 


and Mrs. Gaines’ mother, Mrs. Kath- 
erine Carnahan, are also ill. Mrs. 
Gaines’ funeral will be held this aft- 
ernoon. 

A Coroner’s inquest, which began 
at the Gaines home yesterday after- 
noon, was continued until tomorrow, 
efter it had been testified that Mrs. 
Gaines told, before her death, of 
having bought arsenic, and that she 
had the arsenic in the kitchen while 
dinner was being prepared. 

Mrs. Gaines was released from the 
Oakwood Sanitarium, in Glendale, six 
weeks ago, after treatment for a ner- 
ous breakdown. She was former pro- 
bation officer of the County Court. She 
also for a time was secretary of the 
County Welfare Association, of which 
she was one of the organizers. 

Gaines and Marie Angelita Meiggs, 15 
years old, a Spanish giri from Peru, 
who is a member of the Gaines house- 
hold; testified yesterday. The girl was 
the only one who did not become se- 
verely ill, and she said 
‘corn bread, but had not eaten sdusage, 
which was served to the others. The 
sausage was bought Thursday. Rem- 
hants of the corn bread and the sausage 
have been placed under analysis, and 
the resulis of this analysis wili be 
known tomorrow, 

Saw Wife Pour Water Into Batter. 

Gaines was so ill that he could not 
sit up for the inquest. He dictated a 
statement in bed, before Coroner Den- 
ny’s arrival, and signed it, andthe Cor- 
oner later questioned him. 

He said he was in the kitchen and saw 
Marie Meiggs mix the batter for the 
cornbread. He said he then saw Mrs. 
Gaines pour water into the batter, and 
that he asked her if the cornbread 
would not be too thin. She said it 
would not. He noticed, he said, that the 
cornbread and the sausage tasted “‘hot,’’ 
and the boys also mentioned this. Sud- 
denly all became violently ill. 


All supposed, he said, that their ill- 
ness was caused by ptomaine poisoning 
in the food. They continued in this 
idea until, about 11 o’clock, \Mrs. Gafnes 
told him she had bought arsenic at a 
downtown drug store in the afternoon, 
and said, “I wonder if any of the ar- 
genic could have got into the food.’’ 

Gaines said his wife later ‘“‘made some 
remark’’ which led him to believe tha? 
the arsenic had something to do with 
the sickness of herself and the others. 
He was not asked what this remar 
was. He spoke of her recent recovery 
from a nervous breakdown, and when 
asked if she had ever threatened to kill 
herself, he said she had. 


He said she had commented on thie 
recent case of a mother who threw her 
child and herself into the Mississippi, 
and that she said, in speaking of this 
woman. ‘Don’t be too hard on her,” 
and added, ‘‘Remember that, whatever 
I do, I love you.” He said she had 
worried over the cost of living and 
the problem of educating her sons. 

Servant Girl Testifies. 

«arie Meiggs testified to preparing 
the cornbread batter, and to seeing Mrs 
Gaines pour in the water, This, she said, 
was unusual. She said she was pre- 
paring to fry the sausage, when Mrs. 
Gaines gave her a package and tcld 
her to put it In the bathroom medicine 
chest. Sho identified a package whic), 
was found there, and which contained 
about two ounces of arsenic. She was 
asked whether she and Mrs. Gaines 
had had any quarrels, and she said 
there had been some disagreements. 

At the downtown store whose iabe! 
was on the package it was said last 
night that no record of the sale to Mrs 
Gaines could be found. 

Dr. C. J. Armstrong, who made a pre. 
luminary analysis of the contents of 
| Mrs. Gaines’ stomach, said he would not 
be able to determine, without further 
enalysis, what poison it contained, i¢ 
any. 

Mrs. Gaines figured, more than « 
year ago, in a controversy between her 
unmarried sisters, Grace and Mary Car- 
nahan, both teachers in the public 
school system of the republic of Peru, 
over the custody of Marie Meiggs. Mrs. 
Gaines obtained a‘ temporary appoint- 
ment as the girl's guardian, and later 
threw her influence toward having 
Grace Carnahan named as guardian.

Registration. 

All male persons between the 
ages of 21 and 40, except alien 
enemies, must present themselves 
for registration, when notice is 
given by the President in a proc- 
lamation.

UNDER BATTLE CONDITIONS 


War College Prepares Manuals Based on Latest 
Information From Trenehes—Draft Machin- 
ery to Be Put in Motion Without Delay.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Soldiering 
will take on an aspect entirely new to 
American military science when train- 
ing of the forces to be assembled under 


the draft bill begins at the 16 training 
cantonments. Careful plans laid by War 
Department officials provide for the 
application immediately of every lesson 


much of the work to be done will be 
néw even to men recently in army in- 
struction camps. The army war col- 
legé has prepared new training manuals 
based on the Jatest information from 
the trenches of the fighting fronts, 
gathered from many sources. Supple- 
mental regulations will cover even more 
detailed information brought by the 
British and French officers here as 
members of the war missions. 

The American training system proba- 
bly will follow to some extent that used 
in Canada, where the instructors have 
made every effort to reproduce as olose- 
ly as possible conditions at the front. 
Sections of trench have been built at 
the Canadian camps exactly duplicat- 
ing important parts of the lines in 
France held by Canadian troops. Train- 
ing in extending these works and run- 
ning saps or erecting entanglements has 
gone on to the accompaniment of actual 
shell fire, so as to harden the nerves 
of the troops as well as their muscles. 

Bombing’ Practice New. 

To carry out this scheme, the Cana- 
dians have placed batteries opposite the 
trenches and keep up a steady fire at 
certain designated points. The infantry- 
men under training have done their 
work night and day with shrapnel 
bursting close to them. The officers, 
of course, know the posts to be pound- 
ed by the guns and keep the men out 
of danger. Another work that will be 
new to American troops will be bomb- 
ing practice. Every company will have 
its section of grenadiers to clear the 
way into a disputed’trench. It requires 
practice to perfect men in this revived 
art of war and in repelling bombing 
parties. 

Machine gun work will be revolu- 
tionized. In Great Britain a separate 
machine gun corps has be@n created 
to turn out complete machine gun 
companies which hand@e the heavy 
watercooled Vickers-Maxim guns on 
defensive lines. In each company are 
skilled mechanics to make repairs, 
highly trained gunners, packers an 
ammunition handlers. Among the line 
troops, also, are scattered great num- 
bers of light machine rifles for of- 
fense, One man carrying the gun and 
several following him up with am- 
munition as he creeps forward fror 
shell hole to shell hole in the very 
front line of each attacking wave. 

With the artillery, all the compll- 
cated mechanism for curtain and bar- 
rage fire must be prowided for. It 
takes leng training to fit gunners for 
this work, and absolute certainty of 
the lines of communication with the 


observation posts. 


Draft f Be Made Without Delay. 
So, for each element of the army 
there are days of endless toil ahead, 
The signal men, engineers, aviators, 
balloon men, the men who work the 
great guns far behind the fighting 
lines; the personnel of the transpor! 
trains and ambulance corps, every 
cog in the intricate machinery of 
modern warfare must be taught ics 
place and trained to co-ordinate to 
form a great fighting machine. 
The War Department is preparing 
to set machinery in motion without 
delay to produce under the selective 
draft measure a trained army of 
2,000,000 men within two years. 
Within 10 days after the bill is 
signed, every township in the coun- 
try will be registering its young men 
for duty, and work will have begun 
on the 16 training cantonments or 
camps where preparation of the 
fcrées for war .will start in August 
cr September.

PERKINS URGES ACTION TO 
PREVENT THE SHORTAGE OF FOOD 


Tella Senate Oommittee Farmers 
Should Be Assured Constant Labor 
Supply and Guaranteed Mini- 
mum Prices. 

WASHINGTON, april 28.—Drastio 
action by Congress to meet the crisis 
confronting the country through the 
food shortage, was urged before the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture to- 
day by George W. Perkins. He re- 
ceived a special invitation to appear 
before the committee because of the 
valuable work that he has done in 
New York investigating the food 
problems of the city. 

Two recommendations were made 
by Perkins as foundations on which 
all future food measures depended. 

First. Farmers must be agesurei 
immediately that they will have all 
the labor they need, and that their 
labor supply wil not be drafted for 
the army. 

Second. The Government must en- 
courage the farmer to plant a large 
acreage by fixing the, minimtm prices 
on at least four staples, wheat, po- 
tatoes, corn and beans. 

Perkins pointed out to the com- 
mittee that planting and seeding tim: 
will be over in a few weeks and that 
immediate action was necessary in 
order to insure heavy crops.

‘*How old was Ann?’’ was a puerile

Missouri Organization Holds 
First Meetings Here and 
~. Qutlines Work. 


CROPS URGED 


LARGE 


Bankers Will Be Asked to Aid 
Farmers in Increasing Pro- 
duction. 


The -Missouri State Council of De- 
fense, appointed by Gov. Gardner at 
the request of President Wilson, held 
its first meetings yesterday in the of- 
fice of’ B. F. Bush, receiver of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway, one of the mem- 
bers of the Council, and at the Planters 
Hotel. * 

Although the members were informed 
that their duties would include partici- 
pation in every deta!l of the nation’s 
defense, including assistance in deter- 
mining the men needed for particular 
duties under the selective conscription 
act, they devoted their first meeting to 
organization and to the outlining of 
plans to increase food production and to 
conserve the food supply. 

This was taken as the matter of para- 
mount importance because this is the 
planting season and the important work 
to be done in that direction must be 
done immediately to accomplish re- 
sults for the coming year, when the 
need probably will be the greatest. 

Council in Each County. 

In this connection it was decided that 
there shall be organized in each of the 
114 counties of the State a county ¢oun- 
cil of defense, which will be suboerdi- 
nated to the State council, and which 
wiH co-operate to the fullest extent with 
the State council, as it will co-operate 
with the National Council of . Defense, 
not only in mobilizng the food re- 
sources of the State, but also in mob- 
llizing the men of the State for actual 
military service. 

At the first meeting in Bush's office, 
Dean B. F. Mumford of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture was elected perma- 
nent chairman. The election of a sec- 
retary: and other officers was postponed 
until a decision should be reached as 
to the additional administrative forces 
required. 

One of the first problems présented 
was that of the financing -of the 
Council, no provision being made by 
the national or state Governments to 
provide funds. A committee to at- 
tend to obtaining funds by. public 
subscription was appointed. It con- 
ststs of W. H. Lee, president of the 
Merchants’-Laclede National Bank of 
Et. Louis; ‘State Bank Commissioner 
Cc. F. Enright of Jefferson City; W. 
T. Kemper, a banker of Kansas City; 
Thornton Cooke, president of the 
Missouri State Bankers’ Association; 
Mayor .Elliott Marshall of St. Jo- 
esph, and Mayor Hugh MeclIndoe of 
Joplin, 

It was announced at the meeting 
that Gov. Gardner had started the 
fund with a subscription of $1000. 

Purposes Are Outlined, 

After,the meetings the Council is- 
sued an official statement outlining 
its purposes. In part, it was: 

“It was the unanimous opinion of 
the members of the Council the most 
imminent need, and at the same time 
greatest opportunity to render a na- 
tional service at this time, is to urge 
a greater production of food crops. 
This may be accomplished by enlarg- 
ing the area planted to staple crops 
and by more intensive methods calcu- 
lated to increase the yields per acre. 
Increasing food suplies is not alone 
the problem of the farmer; the city 
population may add greatly to the 
total supply of food products by util- 
izing all waste ground and vacant 
lots tn the cities for garden crops. 
Ir is also urged that as far as possi- 
ble our housewife put up two years’ 
supply of canned and dried fruits and 
The maximum  produc- 
tion of food must be accompanied by 
general economy in the conservation 
and utilization of all food products. 
While it is true that the food reserves 
of the world are low, it is not wise 
to still further complicate the pres- 
ent conditions by unusual and oxtra- 
ordinary purchases. The greatest 
service to the nation will be rendered 
by all the people at this time by 
continuing all the activities of civil 
life in a normal manner. 

“It will be the chief function of the 
Council of Defense to co-operate with 
all agencies now ‘existing and to dis- 
courage the organization of new and 
| untried agencies. To this end the 
largest possible use will be made of 
the State Departments of administra- 
tion, the educational institutions, and 
the various boards and commissions 
already established, under the gen- 
eral direction and administrative au- 
thority of the Governor of the State. 
It is the purpose of the State Coun- 
cil of Defense to oganize county 
counclis of defense in each county of 
the State. It Js the purpose of the 
State Council of Defense to organize 
county councils of defense in each 
County of the Btate, and to co-oper- 
ate to the fullest extent with the 
National Council of Defense, and with 
all Federal authorities in mobilizing 
all the resources of the State which 
may be utilized in this emergency 
and especially to ald the farmers of

Both 
parties are becoming more and more 
insistent and vociferous, the Socia)- 
ists demanding the democratization 
of the Government and peace without 
conquest or indemnity, while the 
Conservatives are demanding with 
equal urgency, reforms in exactly the 
opposite direction. 

Dr. Diederich Hahn, leader of the 
Agrarian Junker party and member 
of the Reichstag, yesterday dGeliversd 
a speech in Berlin tn which he de- 
clared that Germany's submarine suc- 
cess now insured the uncondit{fonal 
surrender of her enemies. He at- 
tacked the demands of the Socialists 
and censured the Government for 
continuing so long to maintain diplo- 
matic relations with the United 
States. 

“Has monarchial Germany failed?

queror. We are today within sight of 
peace. May it be a real German peace. 
We hope those who govern'us will 
realize our strength, will keep their 
nerve and continue to face the enemy 
as conquerors, not as cowards. Let 
us keep to Bismarck’s policy. Ger- 
many’s future is a future of battle 
and conquest. * * * 

“Bome people are demanding a new 
order of things in Germany. Let me 
tell you what new order we Conser- 
vatives desire. Germany’s industrial 
and agricultural future must be so 
ordered that she will be in a position 
sucessfully to withstand any future 
attack. We must have the coal fields 
of Lengwy end Briey. We must have 
fresh territories for emigration in 
the East. We must not return any 
lands we have conquered.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 28.—“The 
swamp and overflowed lands in Mis-

IN BUILDING PERMITS 


Report for Fiscal Year Ending 
April 10 Shows Gain Over 
Previous Period. 


Buliding operations in St. Louis in 
1916-17—new construction and altera- 
tions and repairs—exceeded by 
$4,553,910 the total expenditures for 
the same purposes the previous year, 
according to Building Commissioner 
McKelvey’s annual report, which 
covers the 12 ‘months ending April 
10. The estimated cost of buildings 
to be trected, altered or repaired in 
the fiscal year was $16,347,912. 

While the cost of building opera- 
tions last year was greater than that 
for 1915-16, the number of permits 
issued in the last 12 months was less 
than in the ‘same preceding period. 
Permits for 1916-17 were 7857 and for 
1945-16, 7960. 

The Building Commissioner offers 
as an explanation of the decrease in 
the number of permits and the con- 
current increase in the cost of build- 
ings the tendency to build larger and 
better structures for mercantile and 
industrial as well .as for residential 
purposes.

SHELD STING HENS 
FROM MITES AND LICE 


U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Experts Tell How This Can 
Best Be Done. 


Great care should be taken to keep 
nests occupied by sitting hens free from 
mites. It is-hard to work effectively 
against the mites when many hens are 
brooding. ‘Oil in the form of crude pe- 
troleum sprays, the treatment recom- 
mended by. specialists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture, used 
freely. about the house at that ti fe, 
may soil the eggs and prevent success- 
ful hatching. Infested quarters, there 
fore, should be treated thoroughly he- 
fore hens are set, so as to «tart them 
in nests which are absolutely clean. 
Beneath .the straw of the nest a luyer 
of lime and sulphur will tend to prevent 
mite breeding, and the entire nest may 
be dusted occasionally with pyrethrum. 
Broken eggs and the straw soiled by 
them should be removed promptly, as 
they tend to attract mites. 

Medicated nest eggs, said t»% control 
poultry lice, are on the market. These 
consist largely of naphthalen>3. While 
this material will @estroy lic> when ap- 
plied generally to the fowl, it ts !njuri- 
ous to the hen’s eggs as well as to the 
bird. If used in quantity, or if the 
medicated eggs are allowed tu remain 
for some time beneath the pen she may 
die as a result. Sodium fluorid powder, 
dusted on the fowl or dissolved in water 
and used as a dip, is the best remedy 
for lice. Aj bulletin, ““Mitesg and Lice 
on Poultry,’ by F. C. Bishopp ard H. 
P. Wood of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, gives detailed directions fur ad- 
ministering this treatment. 


Feed to Prevent 
Crooked Breast Bone 


By 'T. E. Quinsenberry. 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

As the hatching season is in full blast 
pnd poultrymen are busy rearing their 
young stock, it might be of benefit if 
we suggested something that would 
help prevent crooked breast bones in 
the coming generation of chicks. 

Poultrymen usually attribute crooked 
breast bones to the fact that such 
chickens began to roost on poles too 
early in life. The weight of the body 
resting on the poles, they imagined, 
caused the breast bone to be deformed. 
We are inclined to the belief that this, 
in a large majority of cases, is due 
wholly to the lack of sufficient ash and 
mineral matter in the food. «These gle- 
ments were lacking to such a degree 
that the bones did not grow and develop 
as they should, but became deformed. 

We have seen chickens roost continu- 
ally upon a bed of straw until they 
were practically mature and yet they 
had crooked breast bones. And again 
we have seen chicks begin to roost on 
poles very early tn life, yet it was very 
seldom that you found a chick with a 
deformed breast bone. After experi- 
menting and considerable observation, 
we believe that the fault is in the fact 
that there is insufficient ash, . mineral 
matter and bone-building material in 
the: food given such chicks. 

In feeding hens, if lime is lacking, 
they will eat their own eggs to get the 
lime contained in the shells, and they 
will keep drawing on the lime in their 
bones until their bones are soft. The 
same principle applies in the case of 
crooked breast bones. 

Perhaps no part of the mash is so 
often neglected as the mineral element 
of chick foods. All grains contain more 
or less ash and mineral matter, but the 
average food is deficient in meeting the 
needs of the chick, which is growing 
rapidly and requiring a great quantity 
of building material for bones. 
growth and uneven development usual- 
ly result. Bone meal or finely cracked 
bone is very essential. This should be 
mixed in the mash in addition to feed- 
ing chick grit, and charcoal Beef 
scraps, fish scraps, granulated milk, 
fresh meat, skim milk and buttermilk 
are all good, but bone meal should be 
supplied In addition. We use about five 
pounds of fine bone meal to each 10 
pounds of dry mash. 


“Put Down” Eggs 
in April and May 


Usually April and May are the best 
laying months. _ More eggs are laid in 
this country in April than In any other 
month. Prices, therefore, are likely to 
be lowest during these months. . 

Because eggs are cheap and plentiful, 
these are good months in which to store 
them at home. Another reason is that 
eggs laid about this time are ‘“‘strong- 
er’ and will keep better than those laid 
in midsummer. 

There are a number of good methods 
of keeping eggs. Perhaps the best is 
by the use of silicon of soda or “water 
glass.”’ It can be obtained from a drug- 
gist or he can get it for you. Dilute 
wita 10 parts of water. The cost is from 
1 to 2 cents per dozen. Earthen vessels 
are good receptacles for these stcrage 
eggs. Cover eggs completely with the 
solution. Keep in the cellar. This is a 
very satisfactory way of “putting down” 
eggs wanted for use next winter.

Prevent Hatching. 

Would tike to know what to do to 
kéep eggs from hatching?—‘Jim,” St. 
Louis, Mo. 

A pin prick through the shell is per- 
haps the most common way by which 
this is accomplished. , 


Sores in Mouth. ; 

Can you tell me what cau chickens 
to have white sores in their mouths, 
and what can be done for this?—H. S., 
St. Louis, Mo. 

These sores indicate a form of dipu- 
theria or canker in your bi It is a 
common winter ailment, cau by expo- 
sure to cold drafts or sudden changes of 
temperature. Swabbing these patches in 
the mouth with peroxide of hydrogen 
twice a day is perhaps the most effective 
treatment. The peroxide should be full 
strength solution. Also give a one-grain 
pill of calcjum sulphide three times at 
day for internal use. 


Bliack-Head. 

Will you please tell me’ what was the 
matter with a hen with a liver that was 
black and yellow and seemed to be soft? 
The liver was as large as it should be, 
had lumps or knots, and i there 
were blood spots on the legs. The hen 
had been droopy.—J. L., Edgemont Sta., 
Til. 

The condition of the liver edlenten 
the ditease known ag ‘“‘black-head,’’ so 
called because in many cases the head 
turns black. It affects both turkeys 
and chickens. No treatment has been 
found that will give very satisfactory 
results. Sulphur and sulphate of iron, 
five grains of the former and one grain 
of the latter, often gives beneficial re- 
sults. One grain each of sulphate wo 
iron and salicylate of soda also have 
proved a help in many cases. Before 
giving either, give the birds a dose.of 
19 to 3% grains of Epsem salts, or about 
a teaspoonful of castor oil. Also follow 
the treatment with a dose of the salts 
or oil. 


Dead Chicks in Shell. 

Will you please tell me the cause of 
fully developed chicks lying in the shell, 
in incubators? I try in every way to 
prevent this, but cannot remedy it.— 
Reader, St. Louis, Mo. 

This general inquiry has been replied 
to on this page several times recently. 
The trouble may be due to a lack of 
vigor in the parents or other condition 
that produced a weak germ in the egg, 
which tn turn develop into a weak chick. 
Or the shells may be too tough for the 
chicks to break through. There fs a 
difference in the degree of brittleness 
in egg shells. A commercial product has 
been put on the market that renders the 
shells brittle enough so a normally de 
veloped chick will have no trouble 
breaking it. Lack of moisture in the 
machine or too much moisture also arsé 
responsible for dead chicks in the shell. 
When there is too much moisture the 
chicks seem to grow larger than nature 
intended, so much so that they cannot 
turn around in the shell, which is nec- 
essary, when the time comes for them 


to pip it. 


Lex Weakness in Goose. 

T have.a fine, white goose that cannot 
stand. It lost the use of its legs over 
hight. It seems to be in good health 
otherwise. Have rubbed lard and coal 
oil on her legs, but it doesn’t do much 
good.—Mrs. K., St. Loujs, Mo. 

There aré two probable causes for this 
condition. Domesticated water fowl 
sleeping in cold, wet quarters will often 
cause an ailment very much like rheu- 
matism, with symptoms very much az 
you mention. The other cause is lack 
of elements in the feed that build bone. 
Geese require an unusually large amount 
of green feed to make them thrive. They 
are grazers by nature. Our guess 1s 
that you are keeping this bird on a 
small back lot, where there is no grass, 
and where no substitute is provided for 
grass in sufficient quantity. | 

Hatching Goose Eges. 

(1). Will you please tell me what 
course to take in setting. goose eggs in 
a hot water incubator? How long after 
eggs are in the machine should they be 
turned the first time? When should 
moisture be added as my machine is 
equipped with a moisture pan? 

(2). I set 4 duck eggs in the machine, 
testing out nine infertile ones and 
hatched 31 ducklings. Five were dead 
in the shell. Among the 31 were three 
with only one foot. They were big and 
strong otherwise. Can you tell me the 
cause of this?—H. F. B., Edwardsville.

Also a tool resembling 
shears is to be found in some caponizing 
sets. These sets are used to desex male 
birds when about 3 to 4 months old. 

Sodium Fluoride for Lice. 

Please publish in your Sunday paper 
how to use sodium fluoride to rid poul- 
try of lice.—W. H., Belleville, [1. 

Can you tell me how to use sodium 
fluoride for lice and mites:on poultry?— 
Mrs. R. B. N., Medford, Ok, 

This insecticide is a white powder 
which, according to the U. 8. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will rid pywiltry of 
all the seven common species of chicken 
lice. A pound costing # to 80 cents will 
be enough to dust 100 fowls and one 
application will kill all the lice on the 
birds treated within a few days. It 
may also be applied by dipping and used 
in this way a given quantity will go 
three times as far as dusting. Ths best 
method of dusting is called th? “pinch 
method. A small pinch of powder is 
taken in between the thumb and ..

This 
may be flour, road dust, etc. The pow- 
der is not poisonous to human beings, 
but it irritates nose and throat. If a 
large number of fowls are to be dusted it 
is well to use a dust guard or damp 
cloth over mouth and nose and to wash 
the hands occasionally. 

When used as a dip, from % to 1 cunce 
of the commercial powder or 2-3 ounce of 
chemically pure, to the gallon of tepid 
water, is mixed in a tub. If a galvan- 
ized vessel is used the solution should 
not be allowed to rémain in it very long. 
Fowls should be hejd by the wings over 
the beck, and in the left hand. Submerge 
quickly, leaving the head out, and with 
the right hand ruffle the feathers so the 
solution will penetrate to the skin. Then 
dip the head under. once or twice and 
allow the fowl to drain a few seconds. 
A bird may be dipped in 30 to 4 seconds. 
Birds should not be dipped unless the 
weather is warm enough to keep them 
from catching colds. 


Overfeeding. 

A farmer living a short distance from 
us has a large chicken farm, and of late 
nearly all their chickens have died from 
enlarged liver. Could you tell us why this 
happens and how he can prevent others 
from dying of the same diséase.—H. Rx 
Collinsville, Ill. 


This trouble is undoubtedly caused by 
the birds getting too much concentrated 
and rich food, and not enough bulky 
or green feed to balance the ration. The 
enlarged livers are almost conclusive 
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evidence of this. Too much corn or} 


kafir, rich table scraps or other fat pro- 
ducing feeds are the commonest causes 
of the allment. Vertigo and a form of 
apoplexy result from the same cause. 
We know of no medicinal Menger for 
this trouble, but birds that have not 
reached the advanced stage ma

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bulletin, is placing before the people 
of St. Louis the result of the accumu- 
lated experience of the garden staff in 
the production and preservation of food 
products. 

Plans for gardens which may be 
grown on back lots are printed in the 
bulletin, giving specific directions as to 
the amount of space to be devoted to 
each vegetable to insure a well-balanced 
crop. Directions are also given for the 
fertilation of the soil and its prepara- 
tion for planting. Tables are given 
showing the best varieties of vegetables 
to be. planted, the time for planting, di- 
rections for planting, and the amount 
of crop to be expected. 

Price of Good Garden. 

“The price of a good garden is a nev- 
er-ceasing warfare against insect pests 
and plant diseases,’’ the Bulletin says. 

‘There are three ciasses of plant ene- 
miés that may be controlled ty spraying 
—chewing insects, sucking imsects and 
Plant diseases. The chewfnig insects bite 
off portions of the plant, chew and swal- 
tow them. Verious caterpillars and rome 
of the beetles belong to this clase. The 
simplest manner of Killing the@® is poi- 
soning their food by coating it with ‘% 
stornach ooison like paris green or ar- 
senate of lead, but such poisons shoutd 
te used only upon parts which are not 
for human consumption. White heélle- 
bore is useful for plants which are io 
be eaten shorily after spraying, because 
it loses its poisonovs properties after a 
few days’ exposure to the air. It may be 
dusted in dry form or mixed with wa- 
ter ni the proportion of one pound to 
50 gallons of water. 

Paris green may be used in pow- 
der form by dusting upon plants, or as 
a liquid by mixing six ounces with 50 
gallons of water and six ounces of 
slaked lime to neutralize any soluble 
arsenic which may be present. Arsen- 
ate of iead is quite es poisonous as paris 
green, but is more effective because of 
better sticking qualities. It comes eith- 
er in paste or powder form, and is ap- 
plied as a spray at the rate of two 
pounds to § gallons of water. 

“The sucking insects suck the juices 
out of the plants, and for that reason 
it is impossible to poison their food 
without injuring the plant itseif. Plant 
lice are a common example of these 
insects. To eradieate them, a solution 
which kills by contact with their bodies 
is used, kerosene emulsion. whale-oil 
soap, and nieoetine preparations being 
most commonly’ applied. The last 
named is the most effective and may 
be prepared in concentrated form and 
diluted as needed, generally using one 
ounce to a gallom of water. 

‘Plant diseases are caused by the 
growth of parasite plants, fungi, and 
bacteria within the tissuea of the host. 
In order to prevent plant disease, the 
attack of these’ parasitic giants must 
be anticipated and the spray applied 
either before or jugt as the disease 
appears. The best material for this 
purpose is Bordeaux mixture, which 
censists of five pounds of copper sul- 
Phate, five pounds of lime, and © gal- 
lons of water. <A prepared mixture 
ready for use may be procured at a 
seed store. Common examples of plant 
diseases are bean blight, celery rust, 
mildew on peas, leaf spot, ete. All 
spraying should be done with a hand 
sprayer or atomizer. 

The spring ‘vegetable garden will fur- 
nish sufficient edible matter during 
the summer months, but it will not con- 
tain enough to store and prepare for 
winter use. in order to seeure this 
winter supply a separate plot should be 
maintained where sueh crops as beans, 
beets, celery, cueumbers, potatoes. and 
tomatoes may be grown in large quan- 
tities. (A table in the bulletin indicates 
the quantity of seed and the yields 
for a 20-foot row for all crops except 
potatoes, these being worthy of a spe- 
cial treatment.) Early crop may 
be planted from March 15 to May 1, 
while the late crop may go in ag late 
ag June 1. However, it is advisable to 
plant even the late varieties before the 
yield will be affected materially. The 
potato ‘‘seed"’ consist of small sections 
of a potato tuber which contain at least 
two eyes. These are planted in rows 
24-3 feet apart, and 12 to 15 in the 
row. 2-4 inches deep, and immediately 
covered level with soil. One peck of 
potatoes is sufficient for planting 159 
bushels of potatoes. The best eariy va- 
rieties are Barly Ohio, Marly Rose, ari 
Irish Cobbler, While Rural New Yorker 
No. 2 and Carman No. 8 are the best 
late varieties. 

‘“Buccessful canning depends upon two 
things: first, the killing of all micro- 
organisms within the can or jar of food, 
and, second, the sealing of the container 
so that no bacteria can enter from the 
outside. With the exception of a few 
fruits and vegetables which, upon stand- 
ing, deteriorate in flavor and “conse- 
quently are not worth preserving, the 
spoiling of canned feods is entirely due 
to the presence of bacteria. Either the 
method of killing the bacteria, common- 
ly called sterilization, is inadequate, or, 
this being accomplished, bacteria frem 
the outside are permitted to enter the 
can Guring ar after sealing. Carelessg- 
ness in closing the jar or can, wherk 
by bacteria on the- hands or a cloth or 
some utensil are communieated to the 
inside of the lid or jar, may result in 
the loss of the contents, even though 
the container be tightly closed after- 
wards. Of course, any hole or leak 
around the top of a jar, permitting the 
entrance of the decay-producing organ- 
isms, will likewise be disastrous—hence 
the use of the rubber ring on glass jars 
and of sealing wax, etc., for hermetical-, 
ly closing cans. Mere cleanliness, as 
the term is ordinarily used in the kitch- 
en, is not sufficient for the preserva- 
tion of food in containers. Absolute bac- 
teriolegical cleanliness, the same that 
is ne@pessary in the laboratory in the 
preparation of pure cultures of benefi- 
cial oF disease-producing germs, must 
be maintained.

CIRCUS TENTS OPEN 
TO VISITORS TODAY 


Ringling Brothers Will Open Un- 
der Canvas Here Tuesday, 
Closing Saturday. 


The stables of Ringling Bros‘. circus, 
and. the commissary department, 
equipped to feed 1370 persons daily, will 
be open to the public today, on the lot 
at Laclede and Vandeventer avenues, 
where the show is to open Tuesday aft- 
ernoon for an engagement of 10 per- 
formances, ending Saturday night. 

The “big top” and other tents are also 
part of the display which, in the event 
of good weather, is expected to draw 
many St. Louisans.to the circus lot. 
Hundreds. of horses will be on exhibi- 
tion in the stable tents, and the me- 
chanical equipment of the commissary 
department, including a 10-ton range 
wagon, will be of interest. 

The circus closes its indoor engage- 
ment in the Chicago Coliseum tonight. 
St. Louis is its first stop under canvas, 
as it was last year, and for that reason 
the employes have been able to take 
their time about getting the tents up, 
as they usually cannot do. The.tents 
are all new, and the ‘‘big top,”’ or main 
tent, is one of the largest tents ever 
constructed. 

The performers and menagerie are 
scheduled to leave Chicago before day- 
light tomorrow, and will arrive in*the 
Compton avenue yards of the Terminal 
Association tomorrow afternoon.

HOW TO CAN YOUR 
OWN VEGETABLES 
FOR WINTER USE 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


lid, large enough to contain one or more 
jars, may be used. In fact, it is well 
to have a smal! bucket filled with a wire 
rack which will contain but a single jar, 
since with a small garden enough sur- 
plus vegetables for one jar may fre- 
quently be obtained, and it would be a 
waste of gas and labor to use a large 
sterilizer like a wash boiler for such a 
compAaratively small operaticn. 

“‘In general all that is necessary is to 
clean and cut the raw vegetables to the 
requisite size and pack into the jar, 
covering with cold water. The cleaner 
the jars and lids the better. If glass 
jars are used, the rubber ring should 
invariably be placed at this time and 
the lid put on loosely. About two or 
th:ree inches of water is sufficient to put 
in the bottom of the boiler. More water 
takes more time and gas, and it is not 
the water which sterilizes, but the 
steam. After lowering the basket con- 
taining the jars into the boiler, and 
fitting on the lid of the boiler tightly, 
the water is brought to the boiling point 
and the contents subjected to the .ac- 
tion of steam for one hour. If more 
jars are to be sterilized, remove the 
basket at the end of the hour, tighten 
the lids of the jars and set aside for 
24 hours; of the boiler with its contents 
may be removed from the stove, and if 
the lid is tight the individual lids of the 
jars need not be tightened at this time. 
On the second day, repeat the process. 
being sure to loosen the lids previous 
t sterilization and tightening them aft- 
erwards, and set aside as before. After 
a second 24-hour period, sterilize again 
for the third and* last time. 

‘The reason for this so-called discon- 
tinuous sterilization or repetition of the 
steaming three times, after a consider- 
able interval of cooling, is based 
ea knowledge acquired from 
teriologica! experimentation. 
single exposure to sieain, with a tem- 
perature of approximately 212 degrees 
F’.. will kill most of the bacteria ordi- 
narily found vegetables, certain 
germs are provided with cells or pores 
which will resist the action of even 
a greater heat. By setting aside for 24 
hours, these spores grow into a stage 
which is more easily attacked by the 
heat and after the second cooling period 
and the third steaming, the last of these 
more resistant forms are killed. 
“Once all the bacteria within the jar 
are destroyed, it but remains to prevent 
the access of outside germs. This is 
accomplished by tightly closing or cen |- 
ing the jar by the method provided. It 
is obvious that no matter how thor- 
oughly the contents of the jar may be 
sterilized, if the rubber rings and tops 
are not applied until the end of the op- 
efation, germs from the air may be in- 
troduced which will render all the work 
done useless 
“By the method above described, prac- 
tically all vegetables grown in the gar- 
den may be preserved indefinitely. Peas, 
beans, beets, okra, squash. tomatoes, 
asparagus and corn will all retain their 
characteristic flavor, and if the Jars are 
kept in the dark there will be but littls 
loss of color. If failure rebults, it will 
be due to a disregard of the directiona 
given relative to the time of exposure 
to steam, or the number of steriliza- 
tions, Or carelessness in finally sealing 
the jars."’

if. when you step suddenly and hard 
on your foot throttle and the speed of 
the car does not instantly increase, tt 
may mean that your carburetor cannot 
supply at once enough gasoline to com- 
pensate the inrush of extra air to the 
motor.

Poor Boy From Germany 


portuniiy are no doubdt the 
two principal reasons why 
mest Germens emigrated to 
the United States. What this 
country hes done for those 
who foreswore allegiance to 
the Keiser, and for all other 
strangers who landed on 
these sheres, is discussed in 
the following interview 
given the Post-Dispatch by 


John B. Heydt, reputed miil- 


Konaire of B8t. Louis, who 

came to the United States 45 

years ago, a poor boy. in later years he has 
visited Germany several times and fhus is 
qualified to draw an intelligent comparison be- 
tween the condition of the European and that 
of the American. 

Mr. Heydt declares that, of the iens of 
thousands of successful business men in thig 
country, who emigrated from Germany «48 
poor boys, few, if any, could have achieved 
relative success had they remained in Ger- 
many. He asserts that the United States does 
more for the alien than Europe does for her 
own citizens. 

_ Mr. Heydt is vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Bakery Co., president of the Robinson 
Fire Apparatus Masiufacturing €0., president - 
of a company that opened up with irrigation 
45,000 acres of Carey Act land in Utah. and 
director in several great business enterprises. 

He had three nephews “in the German 
army, one of whom was killed at Liege in the 
first month of the war. The other two are re- 
ported missing. 


ee 


OU ask me what would have 
been my chances to achieve 
success, equal, or nearly so, 
to what I have attained 
here, had | remained in 
Germany to make a busi- 
ness career, starting as a 

poor boy. 

“There are hundreds of thousands of men 
in this country who left Germany as poor boys 
and now rank with our foremost business men 
—storekeepers, merchants and capitalists— JOHN B. 
who, I have reason to believe, could not have 
achieved like success had they stayed in Germany to mold a career. I, 
for one, could see no brilliant future in that country for myself; otherwise 
i would not have emigrated to the United States. 

“Those in the second generation, and after, realize even less what the 
United States has made possible for them. The sons and daughters of the 
multitude of Germans who have prospered in this country go to Wellesley 
and Vassar and Harvard and Princeton, or other institutions of like char- 
acter; they live in fine hemes, wear beautiful clothes, belong to luxurious 
clubs and face an assured future. Had these same sons and daughters been 
born in Germany, they, too, would have been confronted with the same 
hard conditions which caused their’ parents to emigrate, and with the 
same dreary outlook in life. 


“But-to answer your query intelligently, it would be necessary first to 
consider the German viewpoint in business and the general system under 
which the German people live. 

“My first employment was as a shepherd: my next in a bake shop, 
but at 16 1 had already begun to chafe under the restrictions imposed up- 
on all in Germany, which I believed would be fatal to an appreciable 
measure of success. 

“] lived in Hanover, and, in 1866, when the Prussians subjugated our 
happy littl kingdom, hardly any of our citizens believed it was for the 
best or that Germany would become so united as to insure a lasting peace 
among our own people, and as | grew to understand the situation and 
observed the ill-feeling against our conquerors, I also took this view. 


“Believing, then, that we had been imposed upon by Prussia and not 
wishing to become a part of a military regime or be compelled to conform 
to Prussian ideals, | emigrated to the United States. arriving here when 
| was 17 years old. At 21 I becume a citizen. : 

“It will also be necessary to dwell briefly upon my first experiences in 
this country in order to compare my opportunities here with those | might 
have had had | remained in Germany. 

“I settled at Wheeling, W. Va., and took employment in a bake sbop, 
first signing a contract binding myself to the owner's service for six 
months. Not being familiar with the labor system in this country, and my 
employer, for obvious reasons, desiring to keep me in ignorance, | worked 
six months for $8 a month and board, not drawing one cent of wages before 
the expiration of our agreement, for | assumed it to be the custem to pay 
contract employes in a lump at the fulfillment of the bargain. So, being 
thoroughly accustomed to frugal living in Germany, | did not find it at 
all difficult to get through that period without spending money. 

“This apparently trivial incident illustrates one point {| have in mind; 
that the poor boy in Germany was accustomed to very little in the matter 
of compensation fer his services, and as little consideration for the justice 
of his cause. , 

“In fact, I was really astonished after six months to learn that the 
workingman could draw his wages at the end of each week and leave one 
place for another more remunerative, at his will. This was ‘an unlooked 
for liberty. Conditions, which even then did not actually displease me. 


-took on a different aspect and realizing that a citizen of the United States 


was bound to no fast rule of action or living, | felt that success was mine. 

“At 24 1 heard glowing accounts of the rapid growth of St. Louis and 
decided to move westward. Ten days after arriving here | established a bak- 
ery with a capital of only $75, paying, it might be interesting to note at this 
time, $7.75 for my first barrel of flour. This was in 1876. From that mo- 
ment my business grew with the city. This would have been an impossible 
accomplishment in Germany. , 

“Tl was very homesick the first few years in this country, partly owing 
to the difficulties I encountered in learning the language, but was deter- 
mined to become naturalized before visiting Germany. For I knew full well 
that the Prussian system which dominated Hanover would commandeer my 
services if I returned without the protection of citizenship in this country. 
After I had been here five years, however, I was quite Americanized; thor- 


oughly immersed in business and imbued with the hustling commercia! spirit

“My nephew was in 

but was employing the 

use when | left there, and I could not prevail 
upon him to adopt or even consider more pro- 
gressive means to manufacture bread. There 
was no machinery in his plant and no system 
to reduce the overhead cost of production. in 
the country I found farmhands still cutting 
hay with scytWes, and everywhere the old order 
prevailed. When I remonstrated with them for 
not employing new methods, | invariably re- 
ceived this query: ‘What would become of all 
these poor working people if they were sup- 
planted by machinery” 

“T found that the farmer could not acquire 

‘ more land, for all estates were held imtact, even 
the little garden plots of homes remaining in 
the family and passing from generation to gen- 
eration. I saw no chance for the ambitious 
man to srow. 


“Now, compare our methods with theirs 
and you have the reason for American hustle. 
I tried in vain to impress upon many business 
men the necessity of installing machinery to 
keep pace with the growing demands of the 
world and pointed out that if machinery re- 
placed men, those men, thrown upon their own 
resources, would of necessity rouse themselves 
to greater achievement and could be trusted 
to care for themselves, for most successful men 
do not discover latent talents until the moment 
of adversity. But I could not make them un- 
derstand that in this manner a new spirit could 
—Strauss phote, be created. 

HEYDt. hws - “To the American mind the German people 

3 appeared depressed, though not to say unhappy. 

They were apathetic apd just plodded along in the steps of their fathers. 

Many of the more ambitious emigrated to newer fields to escape this state 
of lassitude, but those \who remained eventually tumbled into the old rut. 

“Thus I found Germany, despite her marvelous advancement in litere- 
ture and science, for which she is famed; the poor people working so hard 
for a mere existence that they became content with the accumulation in che 
end of only a little. 

“I returned to the United States, glad indeed to get home, for I was 
quite out.of my element over there. And I could not reconcile Germany's 
great strides in the sciences and commercialism with the apathetic state of 
her people. 


“T went back, several times, and discussed conditions with farmer, busi- — 
ness man and capitalist, but always the same spirit prevailed, a kind of 
weariness with the rigid system of economics imposed by the Government. 
Business men in différent parts of the country spoke discouragingly of the 
future prospects of business and | could see no opportunity for profitable 
investment. I was shown how things were in the mailed grip of a relentless 


‘system, the principal purpose of which was tribute to the Government, and 


which admitted little freedom of action for business expansion or commer- 
cial independence such as we enjoy in the United States. Everywhere the 
business man staggered under a burden of taxation, so systematized and 
applied that the Government had its percentage of every mark circulated. 


“The rigid system, best exemplified in the great war machine we know, 
applied to all, from laborer to capitalist. None escaped its inexorable pur- 
pose. To begin with, the Government levied a per capita tax; a 10 per cent 
tax on the net earnings of all business; a tax on the owner’s income from 
the business; a tax on the business property; a tax on the owner's realty, 
and a tax on his income from other sources. Payment of these taxes, of 
ceurse, reverted in the ultimate to the working man, so it can be readily 
conceived that he had little to hope for. The system of taxation and tribute 
was so well defined that it was virtually impossible for the individual to 
accumulate great wealth. 

“| was told in many places that it was not considered good policy to 
work hard endeavoring to accumulate wealth, because the lack of oppor- 
tunity made success almost impossible. And where was the good, | was 


often asked, to create wealth that the Government might levy additional 


taxes. 

“What, then, could be the chances for a poor boy in Germany as com- 
pated with the golden opportunities of this land? I would say virtually 
nil, though a few German boys have remained at home and achieved the 
seemingly miraculous in business. 

‘The German people are a people of one mind and discourage any ef- 
fort in business to ta’e advantage of a competitor by a reform of methods. 
Patronage in most cases is a matter of seniiment, and the people would 
unite to hamper a man who would endeavor to change the order of things 
with progressive ideas. They are one for all and all for one, but the poor 
boy’s ambitions must not presuppose independence of the sacred system. 
That is so generally understood that such boys emigrate to other countries 
rather than attempt it at home. 

“We should make a strong appeal to the American boy by pointing out 
his superior advantages in the great resources of this country and thus 
endeavor to stimulate, by contrasting his condition with that of his European 
brother. a fuller appreciation of his unbounded liberties and opportunities 
for success. But, unfortunately, in the youthful zest of enjoying life, the 
American boy seldom regards the future seriously and too often is out- 
stripped by the lowly immigrant released from restricting bonds and stimu- 
lated with new hope in a land of plenty. 

“I am only criticising, not condemning, and while at it would like to 
call attention to our own besetting sin. We do not appreciate the bounteous 
blessings of our country. One must reside in Europe for a time in order 
to grasp fully the enormous proportions of our daily waste. Look into acy 
garbage can and you can see what Europe turns into pork.

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Revival of timber-made craft, as a means of destroying the subma- 
rine menace, recalls brilliant and dramatic page in commercial history 
of the United States—Engine driven schooners and oaree already be- 


ing built on New England and Texas coasts  :: 2s 2: 2: 


HE re-entry of the United States, after a 
lapse of several decades, into the wooden 
ship building industry on a large scale, 
recalls one of the most vivid and dramatic 
eras in the commercial history of the coun- 
try—an era when the Stars and Stripes 
flew over trade craft in all seven seas 

and when the merchant marine of the rest-of the world 
sailed in the wake of American shipping. 

With wooden ships America drove trade opposition 
from the waters; today the wooden ship is called on 
to drive the submarine menace from the seas. What 
the ingenuity of this country was enabled to accomplish 
when America was but a thinly populated strip on the 
Atlantic board, the brains of a nation of 100,000,000 
should be able to succeed in doing now. 

Perhaps when this work is accomplished the United 
States, with several hundred, perhaps several thousand, 
wooden ships under its flag as q nucleus, will again 
take its place as the trade monarch of the seas. At any 
rate it is interesting to note that the wooden ship which 
won commercial supremacy for us in the Roaring Forties 
is now recalled from undeserved oblivion to win a 
greater triumph for us—a victory for democracy and 
human liberty. 

Even before the American declaration of war against 
Germany there was a re- 
vival of wooden ships due 


launched in American yards, all of small tonnage. 

By this time American skippers were already sham- 
ing the navigators of the Old World with their in- 
trepidity and daring. Before the Revolutionary War 
British law forbade the exportation of American prod- 
ucts to England except in British bottoms. To avoid 
this regulation colonial traders sailed the Atlantic in 
“Jew’s rafts,” cargoes of lumber, bound together with 
chains, in the semblance of a ship’s hull and rigged ac- 
cording to necessity. A Jew’'s raft could not be called 
a bottom. It was bottomless. 

About this time, too, the American whaling industry 
got its start and in a short time the business was 
snatched from the hands of the Dutch and the English 
chiefly because the latter did not have the hardihood or 
courage to go where the Yankee sailors did. 

Even the Revolutionary War did not halt the wooden 
ship building industry. By 1796 the merchant marine 
of America was in excess of 500,000 tons. It was this 
rapid growth of shipping that was the real cause of 
the war of 1812. Britain was not ready to allow the 
supremacy of the seas to go to the United States. 

The work of American wooden privateers during the 
war needs mo recounting. Shipping was destroyed to 
the amount of $10,000,000, some of it in the English 
Channel itself.

“During the 
first half of the 
nineteenth cen- 
tury,” wrote W. 
H. Lindsay, a 
Britisher, in his 
“History of the Merchant Marine, “masters of American 
vessels were as a rule greatly superior to those who held 
similar positions on British ships, arising in some meas- 
ure from the limited education of the latter. * * * 
American ship owners required of their masters not only 
a knowledge of navigation but of commercial pursuits, 
the nature of exchange, the art of correspondence and 
sufficient knowledge of business to qualify them to rep- 
resent the interests of their employers abroad.” 

In 1841 a New York draftsman, John Willis Griffiths, 
suggested a modification in the plans of clipper: ships 
that did much to maintain-American supremacy on the 
seas for many years. Instead of full round bows and 
narrow stern, he suggested the construction of vessels 
with sharp points at both ends. The idea was ridiculed 
for a time, ship builders saying that a vessel so con- 
structed would sink at the wharf, let alone sail rough 
seas. 

Four years passed before

and the high price of steel. 
Yards in Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts have been ac- 
tively at work for some 
time at the rejuvenated 
industry and a thousand 
miles away on the gulf 
coast ‘“windjammers’ are 
being turned out at a rap- 
id rate. At three ship- 
building yards alone— 
Orange, Beaumont and 
Lockport—15 big wooden 
craft are in the course of 
construction and the keels 
for 20 more will be laid in 
a fortnight. With the ex- 
ception of Maine, Texas to- 
day is probably building 
more wooden ships than 
any state in the Union. 


But there is a vast dif- 
ference between the ship- 
yard of today and in the 
time antedating the Civil 
War. Now one skilled 
ship builder can take a 
crew of ordinary carpen- 
ters and turn out a vessel 
that 50 years ago required 
twice as many = skilled

Griffiths’ lines. Then, 
before a jeering crowd, 
The Rainbow was launched 
at New York. She did not 
capsize, but instead start- 
ed off for China, breaking ~ 
all records for the trip. On 
her last trip The Rainbow 
came home from China in 
_88 days, shattering the for- 
mer record by weeks. 


The Rainbow type of 
construction was soon the 
most popular on the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. A fast clip- 
per, called the Natchez, 
made a trip around the 
Cape of Good Hope, 14,000 
miles, in 78 days, an aver- 
age of about 190 miles a 
day. The following year 
the craft made the trip in 
83 days. The skipper was 
of the type who locked the 
sheets and racked the hal- 
yards to prevent the faint- 
hearted from shortening 
sail when the officer's back 
was turned. 

The fast clipper ship 
really came into its own 


shipworkers. While the 
adz and the broadax are 
still in use, the industry, 
like all others, is being 
standardized. The sawmills nowadays are cutting tim- 
ber for ships in uniform size and it is almost child’s 
work to put them together. 

The wooden ships being constructed on the Texas coast 
these days cannot be becalmed. Besides having a full 
equipment of sails, each craft is fitted with an oil- 
burning engine, which works when the wind won't. 

The gulf coast ports are preparing to handle all the 
Government contracts they can get. There is hardly 
a port that has not at least one shipyard. Timber and 
labor are both available in large quantities and the 
Beaumont field alone has enough oil to supply the navies 
of the world indefinitely. 

The building of ships in America is almost synchronous 
with the settlement of the country. As early as 1607 a 
pinnace of 30 tons was built on the Kennebec River and 
crossed the Atlantic in safety. The world’s first schoon- 
er was built in Gloucester, Mass., in 1713. Bath, Me., 
still a shipbuilding center, turned out the first 
real freight ship in America in 1762, when the 
Earl of Bute was constructed for a company of 
Scots who had the work done in New England 
because of the abundance of timber. The colonies 
were not slow to -recognize their advantage in 
raw material. In one year, 1769, 389 vessels were

It was at this time that the clipper ship came into 
existence—named from the word “to clip,” to “move 
swiftly.”’ The early ships of this type were constructed 
in Baltimore and other Chesapeake yards. They were 
mostly small craft, built solely for speed. 

Prior to 1812 much of the shipping from New En- 
gland ports had been directed toward the East Indies. 
As early as 1789 a craft from Salem carried a cargo 
of ice to India, a trade that was continued for half a 
century. During the war the East Indian business 
lapsed, but was soon revived. 

Soon the ports of the United States were launching 
larger and faster ships, excelling all craft of the seas. 
The American sailor was without a peer. At night or 
in stormy weather the cautious Britisher furled his sails 
and was content to crawl along. Not so with the 
Yankee. Night and day were alike to him, his ship 
rode as fast in storm as in fair weather. He knew no 
fear, no caution. In 1821 a Salem schooner, The George, 
came home from Calcutta in 89 days. The fastest British 
ships of the time required from five to eight months in 
making the shorter passage to London. 

For the next 20 years ship building boomed in the 
United States. Besides handling all the import and ex- 
port business of America, the New England mariners 


with the discovery of gold 
in California. The overland 
trip from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific was beset by 
the menace of Indian massacres and desert crossings. The 
Panama route was unknown and the shortest and safest 
route lay around Cape Horn. The first ship to be sent 
on the 15,000-mile trip was the Memnon of New York, 
which made the journey in 120 days. The best time 
previously had been six months. A short while later 
the Sea Witch made the trip in 97 days and New En- 
gland shippers felt that the last word in speed had been 
reached. 

In August, 1831, the Flying Cloud, out of East Boston, 
broke all records with 89 days. This is still the sail- 
ing ship record for the Boston-San Francisco journey. 
Tne Flying Cloud’s average hourly speed was more than 
15 knots. It was not until 1874 that a steamer was able 
to attain that speed. 

Hardly had the fast clipper set sail for California 
when Great Britain, driven to desperation by her de- 
cadent marine, repealed her protective navigation laws 
and invited American shippers to do her carrying. The 
invitation was accepted. While British ships lay idle 
in port, willing and anxious to get charters at $13 or $14 
a ton, the Yankees were getting $40 a ton and a premium 
in addition amounting to as much as $5 and $6 a ton. 

Most of the clipper ships of this period paid for them-

HAT is France to do with Lieut. Jean 

Navarre? 

The eccentricities of the most dar- 
ing of aviators have driven the offi- 
‘ials of Paris to distraction, yet what 
steps can be taken against a man 
wearing all the medals it is possible 

for a grateful nation to bestow, a man who has suffered 
wounds nigh unto death for France, a man who is the 
idol of the boulevard crowds. C'est un situation ter- 
rible, h’est ce pas? 

Yet something must be“done. Even a hero of France, 
an officer of the Legion, may not with impunity maim 
policemen, defy the laws of the commune and the mili- 
tary and raise general hob with the city. The felling 
of 17 German aeroplanes undoubtedly entitles the victor 
to great consideration, but the limit of tolerance appears 
to have been reached. 

Even before the war Jean Navarre was known in all 
the cafes of the boulevards and Montmartre for his pe- 
culiarities. No escapade was too wild for him to par- 
ticipate in. Those who did not know Jean Navarre by 
bis face knew him by his talisman—a talisman he was 
never seen without. It was a woman’s stocking, a 
black, sheer silk thing. How he came by it or why he 
wore it no one knew. Navarre would discuss every sub- 
ject in the world but that silk stocking which he wore 
tied about his neck after the manner of cravats of 
the Victorian period. 

“It’s my talisman,” he would say to all inquirers. 

When the war came and Navarre was called out, it 
was inevitable that he would join the aviation corps— 
where the risk was the greatest and where he could 
play with death hourly. Navarre’s boon companion be- 
fore the war was Georges Carpentier, the heavyweight 
pugilistic champion of Europe—the same Carpentier who 
was expected to come to America a few months ago 
to battle Jess Willard for the world’s title. When 
Navarre went into the aviation corps Carpentier went 
with him. 

The uniform prescribed for aviators does not include 
women’s silk stockings and this was pointed out to 
Navarre when he appeared on the field the first day 
with his omnipresent talisman. 

‘It is my talisman,” insisted Navarre’ stubbornly. 
“Without it I can not fight. | must wear it or | can not 
fly.”’ 

Navarre learned the trick of flying in a short time. 
Within a few weeks after the outbreak of the war he 
was in charge of a large battleplane and soon his deeds 
of great daring began to percolate into the newspapers. 
He was the first of the aviators to fly a few feet over 
_ the heads of German troops, pouring volleys of machine 
gunfire into their ranks. He was the first of the 
flyers to solve the flight of the Fokker, the swift litt le 
German plane that for a long time was a puzzle to the 
entente aviators. 

To Paris he became known as “La Comete’ (The 
Comet). It was in the fighting around Verdun that he 
acquired his greatest fame. On one occasion he engaged 
three Fokkers in a battle several thousand feet in the 
air and destroyed all of them. 

France was not slow to recognize his splendid courage. 
Decoration followed decoration, the military medal, the 
war cross afd the cross of the legion of Honor and pro- 
motions. 

In June. during a fight with a Fokker he was seri- 
ously wounded in the chest and his left arm shattered. 
Kor weeks the surgeons in tlie base hospital just behind 
Verdun fought to save the life of Navarre. Finally 
‘lood poisoning was staved off and the aviator was dis- 


charged.

Theater in Paris. Navarre wore a combination corset- 
bandage around his torso and his arm was bound in a 
cumbersome aluminum-strengthened case to prevent it 
being jolted before the bones knitted completely. 

Finding the atmosphere in the theater warm, Navarre 
removed his tunic. Coatless he left the box and saun- 
tered out into the lobby where an attendant of the 
theater asked him to put on his coat. Navarre replied 
by kicking the attendant on the shins. Soon an officer 
of higher rank than Navarre appeared and ordered him 
to put on his coat and behave himself. Navarre is al- 
leged to have replied by striking the officer, an offense 
punishable by death in times of war. 

[it was with great difficulty that soldiers were able 
to arrest Navarre, the crowd being with him to a man. 
Finally he was placed in custody and taken to the 
Cnercy-Midi Prison to await courtmartial. 

Nothing ever came of the trial. In a few weeks of 
the arrest Navarre was again seen on the streets of 
Paris. Whether he had been acquitted by the court- 
martial or whether the case had been merely dropped 
never became known. Apparently he was discharged 
from the aviation service, for there is no record of his 
having returned after the trouble in-the Paris theater.

A few weeks ago Navarre again had some trouble with 
the police and was arrested. Owing to his war services 
he again got off scot free, but this did not satisfy Navar- 
re. He had been humiliated by the police and he decided 
to have revenge--bis revenge taking a most peculiar 
form. 

Borrowing a high-power automobile from a friend, 
Navarre dashed about the streets of Paris. Wherever 
he saw a gendarme or a group of them in the street, 
or even on the sidewalk, he headed his machine straight 
toward them. For hours he tbus careened about the 
streets of Paris. When he was finally overhauled a 
score or more of policemen bad been injured and five 
were so badiv kurt that they had to be taken to hos- 
pitals. 

Navarre escaped from the police who had arrested him 
and fled to an aviation field outside of Paris. He seized 
an aeroplane that was all ready for a start and flew

over the city. He was pursued by other aeroplanes, prob- 
ably the first police air chase on record. Finally, through 
lack of gasoline, Navarre was compelled to descend, 
He was locked up and is now awaiting courtmartial. 

Friends say that the shock of the wounds received 
around Verdun caused Navarre to become unbalanced, 
and it is expected that this view will be taken by the 
military authorities-when the trial is held. On the other 
hand, his known eccentricity before the war is likely to 
be taken into consideration. 

The Paris populace is still with Navarre. Despite his 
escapades since his return ‘to Paris, he is cheered 
wherever he goes. A correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch in Paris thus describes a reception to Navarre 
which took place after the unfortunate incident at the 
Olympic Theater: 

“Cerny'’s Cafe was crowded. There were a number of 
Englishmen in civilian clothes, several British officers, 
a few American newspaper correspondent and the usual 
sprinkling of French officers in the horizon blue uni- 
forms, The French women, taking advantage of this 
opportunity to air their knowledge of English were 
ordering cocktails and whisky and sodas. 

“The door opened and in walked Jean Navarre, until 
a few weeks ago the premier French aviator. We have 
all heard how demonstrative the Germans are in the 
various cities of the Fatherland toward the heroes the 
war has produced, but the French people, particularly 


- Parisians, are different. Nothing seems to stir them 


to openly show their enthusiasm for the _ individual 
actions of Frenchmen in war. Navarre was greeted with 
a demonstration that must have equaled the best that 
Immelmann was ever offered in his visits to Berlin be- 
fore he was killed. It seems that Navarre was widely 
known as a man about town by Parisians and nearly 
everybody in the cafe seemed to remember him before 
the war and before he joined the aviation corps of the 
French army. He was not hoisted on men’s shoulders 
nor mauled by his friends as heroes usually are because 
his left arm is still in a sling and he still wears a medical 
corset about his torso. 

“When he entered the cafe Navarre walked straight 
to the bar, stopping only to salute a Captain, and or- 
dered a vermouth. He pushed a 5-franc note across 
the bar for payment, but the bartender pushed it back 
at a glance from the proprietor. A woman, sitting on 
one of the high stools ranged along the bar, such as 
were provided in the ‘Ladies’ Bar,’ reached over and 
appropriated Navarre’s money afid substituted a 5-franc 
note from her handbag. She wanted the airman’s bill as 
a souvenir. 

“After Navarre had gulped down his vermouth he 
swung around, facing the room full of people. Those on 
either side of him grasped his hand and he walked along 
the bar shaking hands modestly with everyone sitting 
there. Then, as he noticed that persons were getting 
ready to leave their tables to go to him, he walked 
across the barroom and through the restaurant, stopping 
at every table to speak and shake hands with those 
ihere. 

“Women called his attention to the ‘Navarre -sticks’ 
they carried. The cane is similar to the ‘swagger stick’ 
carried a few years ago in the United States, except 
that it is usually encased in pigskin and has a leather 
loop to encircle the wrist. It is called the ‘Navarre 
stick’ because the aviator always carried one instead of 
a cane. 

“When it was seen that Navarre declined an invitation 
at the bar to have another drink no one pressed him 
further. One woman insisted that he throw his ‘Mary- 
land’ cigarette, made of French to- 
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Navarre was summoned to headquar- 
ters. 

“You have received all the decorations 
that France can give you,” he was told. 
“What would vou like more than any: 
thing else?” 

“Forty-eight hours in Paris,’ he re- 
plied quickly. : 

They were granted and from that time 
France lost the services of its most dar- 
ing aviator and created for itself a prob- 
lem that is causing considerable trouble. 

In Paris Navarre was followed by 
. great crowds wherever he walked. 
Whenever he went into a restaurant or 
eafe several persons rushed in with him 
to see that “La Comete” was not per- 
mitted to pay for anything he might 
purchase.

What follows on this page is a statement of what the 
navy offers to them in the way of training, pay and bene- 
fits, both during enlistment and after they have reached 
the retirement age. - 


HE same physicai requirements which must 

be met by the man who is accepted by the 

United States Army are likewise demanded 

of he who enlists in the navy, although 

since the declaration of war minor defects 

which in peace times would be sufficient 

to disqualify the applicant have been over- 

looked. The age limit also has been lengthened, so 

that now men between 16 and 35 are acceptable. ~The 
limit formerly was 17 to 30. 

In the physical examination, special attention is paid 
to sight and hearing, the teeth, heart, lungs, stomach 
and feet. At each recruiting station a nayal surgeon 
always is on duty for the making of preliminary physical 
examinations. 

Once he passes this official’s tests the recruit is de- 
clared fit to be sent to a United States naval training 
station, of which there are several in the country. Upon 
his arrival there—they usually are sent in squads—he 
is met at the main gate and escorted to the officer in 
charge, who immediately takes him in hand and starts 
his training for the naval service. 

He is divested of his civilian clothing, which is put 
in a sterilizer. His valuables are put away for safe keep. 
ing until such time as he is able to take care of them. 
He then is given a shave, haircut and bath and is issued 
clean underwear and a uniform. This process is gone 
through regardless of the day or hour he arrives. 

The next step is to protect him from disease. He is 
vaccinated against smallpox and a culture from the nose 
and throat is made to eliminate disease in these places. 
For about three weeks he is a member of a detention, 
or quarantine, colony, in order that any disease he may 
be carrying will have a chance to break out before he 
joins the main body of men. He also as soon as pos- 
sible, reports to the chief dental officer for examination 
and if necessary is required to come for treatment unti! 
his teeth are in good condition. 

The morning after his arrival the recruit ts again 
given a bath and is examined by a hospital steward, pre- 
paratory to a final examination by a surgeon. At this 
examination he is expected to meet all the physical and 
mental requirements to which he was at first subjected 
at the recruiting station. The mental requirements are 
an ability to read and write the English language. 

Upon passing the final examination he is sent to the 
clothing department to receive his first outfit of cloth- 
ing, which consists of underwear, shoes, uniform and 
other necessary articles to the value of $60, which are 
furnished gratis. After his clothes are marked with his 
number, in indelible ink, he is taught how to lash his 
hammock. He also is shown how to air his bedding. 
He is allowed to draw $1 from his first month’s salary, 
which money is used to send his civilian clothes to his 
home and buy writing paper and stamps, for every 
man under training is required to write a letter home at 
least once a week. 

On the third day the novice is put through the schoo! 
of the recruit, in which he receives instruction in fac- 
ings, the manual of arms-—for naval men, too, must 
learn how to carry a rifle—and all special orders and 
station regulations. At this time the principles of dis- 
cipline are thoroughly explained to him and he is 
fully charged with the absolute necessity of obeying an 
order promptly, cheerfully and completely when he re- 
ceives it from one in authority. :

But he is 
not yet ready for breakfast. For more than hour he 
is busy cleaning the floor, polishing the metal work and 
arranging the things in his locker. He then goes to 
the bathroom and makes himself ready for breakfast, 
which is called, or “piped” at 7:30. The whole*brigade 
forms for every meal and marches to the mess hall in 
a body. 

At 8 o'clock the early mea! is finished and the differ- 
ent companies are marched to various drills. One com- 
pany has gun drill at this time, another has beats under 
oars and sail, while another has artillery, and so on 
through the drill routine. At 9:15 a. m. half the brigade 
goes to school and remains there until 11:30 while the 
other half has instruction in practical drills. 

At 11:45 the recruit forms for dinner, which is over 


at 12:30. Promptly at 1 o’clock the half of the brigade’ 


that had education in the morning’is marched off to the 
drill grounds, while the other half is sent to the instruc- 
tion rooms. The afternoon periods last until 3:30. 
From then until 4:45 the recruit has to wash his clothes. 
At 5 o’clock supper is served and the time that elapses 
from then until tattoo at 9 is allowed him for resting, 
studying and writing letters, except two nights in the 
week that he has to attend lectures. 

The recruit is ordinarily kept at one of these stations 
six months before being transferred to sea, though in 
wartime the period is shortened. If he is unusually 
bright and apt the course is lessened to five months. 

In addition to the above training the recruit is given 
an extra number of periods in swimming until he be- 
comes a qualified swimmer. Not far behind education 
in importance is the physical drill. The Swedish sys- 
tem is used and the increase in muscular power and en- 
durance resulting from these drills in many cases is 
more than 60 per cent. The landing force drills are 
especially emphasized and in company drill the re- 
eruit is taught signaling, so that he can easily send or 
receive a semaphore or wig-wag message from a tower 
or a tree a mile away. In the rigging loft is taught the 
science of tying knots and making splices and how to 
handle falls and coil down ropes. A good idea of ar- 
tillery and the use of machine guns is given the men, 
especially in landing parties, and first aid to the injured 
fis emphasized. There is also the heavy marching order

in CONGRESS, April 2, 1917 


T the first day's session of the Sirty-fifth Congress of the 

United States of America, Monday, April 2 of this year, 

President Wilson appeared before the members of both 

Houses, assembled in joint session, and read his war 
message. Statesmen the world over have characterized this mes- 
sage as “the most momentous which any President of the United 
States has ever been called upon to make.” 


The President’s war message is making history today. In 
France and England it is being read to the children in school 
that they may learn therefrom. Among twelve million fighting 
men its effect has been magnetic to the soldiers of.one side and 
depressing to those of the other. Its tremendous influence for 
good is being felt today all over the earth. 


A verbatim copy of this historic war message is presented here. 
It is for you to read and to study. Preserve it carefully, or. 
better still, frame it. It is one of the greatest documents that 
has appeared since the dawn of the United States of America, 
one hundred and forty-one years ago. 


HAVE called the Congress into extraordinary session because 
there are serious, very serious, choices of policy to be made, 
and made immediately, which it was neither right nor consti- 
tutionally permissible that I should assume the responsibility 
of making. 

On the 3d of February last I officially laid before you the 
extraordinary announcement of the Imperial German Gover- 
ment that on and after the Ist day of February it was its purpose 
to put aside all restraints of law or of humanity and use its 
submarines to sink every vessel that sought to approach either 
the ports of Great Britain and Ireland or the western coasts of 
Europe or any of the ports controlled by the enemies of Germany 
within the Mediterranean. 

That had seemed to be the object of the German submarine 
warfare earlier in the war, but since April of last year the Im- 
perial German Government had somewhat restrained the com- 

manders of its undersea craft in conformity with its promise then given to us that 
passenger boats should not be sunk, and that due warning would be given to all other 
vessels which its submarines might seek to destroy when no resistance was offered 
or escape attempted, and care taken that their crews were given at least a fair chance 
to save their lives in their open boats. The precautions taken were meager and hap- 
hazard enough, as proved in distressing instance after instance in the progress of the 
cruel and unmanly business, but a certain degree of restraint wat observed. 

The new policy has swept every restriction aside. Vessels of every kind, whatever 
their flag, their character, their cargo, their destination, their errand, have been ruth- 
lessly sent to the bottom without warning, and without thought of help or mercy for 
those on board, the vessels of friendly neutrals along with those of belligerents. Even 
hospital ships and ships carrying relief to the sorely bereaved and stricken people of 
Belgium, though the latter were provid@d with safe conduct through the proscribed 
areas by the German Government itself, and were distinguished by unmistakable marks 
of identity, have been sunk with the same reckless lack of compassion or of principle. 

I was for a little while unable to believé that such things would in fact be done 
by any Government that had hitherto subscribed to the humane practices of civilized 
nations. 

International law had its origin in the attempt to set up some law which would 
be respected and observed upon they seas, where no nation has right of dominion and 
where lay the free highways of the world. By painful stage after stage that law has 
been built up with meager enough results, indeed, after all was accomplished that could 
be accomplished, but always with a clear view, at least, of what the heart and conscience 
of mankind demaiuded. 

This minimum of right the German Government has swept aside under the plea of 
retaliation and necessity and because it had no weapons which it could use at sea except 
those which it is impossible to employ as it is employing them without throwing to the 
winds all scruples of humanity or of respect for the understandings that were supposed 
to underlie the intercourse of the world. 

I am not now thinking of the loss of property involved, immense and serious as that 
is, but only of the wanton destruction of the lives of noncombatants, men, women anid 
children, engaged in pursuits which have always, even in the darkest periods of modern 
history, been deemed innocent and legitimate. Property can be paid for; the lives of 
peaceful and innocent people cannot be. 

The present German warfare against commerce is a warfare against mankind. It is 
a war against all nations. American ships have been sunk, American lives taken, in ways 
which it has stirred us very deeply to learn of, but the ships and people of other neutral 
and friendly hations have been sunk and overwhelmed in the waters in the same way. 
There has been no discrimination. 

The challenge is to all mankind. Each nation must decide for itself how it will 
meet it. The choice we make for ourselves must be made with a moderation of counsel 
and a temperateness of judgment befitting our character and our motives as a nation. 
We must put excited feeling away. 

Our motive will not be for revenge or the victorious assertion of the physical might 
of the Nation, but only the vindication of right, of human right, of which we are only a 
single champion. 

When I addressed the Congress on the 26th of February last I thought that it would 
suffice to assert our neutral rights with arms, our right to use the seas against unlawful 
interference, our right to keep our people safg against unlawful violence. 

But armed neutrality, it now appears, is impracticable. Because submarines are in 
effect outlaws when used as the German submarines have been used against merchant 
shipping, it is impossible to defend ships against their attacks as the law of nations has 
assumed that merchantmen would protect themselves against privateers or cruisers, visi- 
ble craft, giving chase upon the open sea. It is common prudence in such circum- 
stances—grim necessity, indeed—to endeavor to destroy them before they have shown 
their intention. They must be dealt with upon sight, if dealt with at all. 

The German Government denies the right of neutrals to use arms at all within the 
areas of the sea which it has proscribed, even in the defense of rights which no modern 
publicist has ever before questioned their right to defend. 

The intimation is conveyed that the armed guards which we have placed on our 
merchant ships will be treated as beyond the pale of law and subject to be dealt with as 
pirates would be. Armed neutrality is ineffectual enough at best; in such circumstances 
and in the face of such pretensions it is worse than ineffectual; it is likely at once to 
produce what it was meant to prevent; it is practically certain to draw us into tho 
war without eitHer the rights or the effectiveness of belligerents. 

There is one choice we cannot make, we are incapable of/making: We will not 
choose the path of submission and suffer the most sacred rights of our Nation and our 
people to be ignored or violated. The wrongs against which we now array ourselves are 
not common wrongs; they cut to the very roots of human life. : 

With a profound sense of the solemn and even tragical character of the step I am 
taking and of the grave responsibilites which it involves, but in unhesitating obedience 
to what I deem my constitutional duty, I advise that the Congress declare the recent 
course of the Imperial German Government to be in fact nothing less than war against 
the Government and the people of the United States; that it formally accept the status of 
belligerent which has been thus thrust upon it, and that it take immediate steps not only 
to put the country in a more thorough state of defense, but also to exert all its powers and 
employ all its resources to bring the Government of the German Empire to terms and end 
the war. 

What this will involve is clear. It will involve the utmost practicable co-operation 
in counsel and action with the Governments now at war with Germany, and, as incident 
to that, extension to those Governments of the most liberal financial credits, in order 


that our resources may, so far as possible,’be added to theirs. It will involve the organi- 7 


zation and mobilization of all the material resources of the country to supply the ma-

terials of war and serve the incidental needs of the Nation in the most abundant and 
vet the most economical and efficient way possible. 

It will involve the immediate full equipment of the navy in all respects, but particu- 
larly in supplying it with the best means of dealing with the enemy’s submarines. It will 
involve the immediate addition to the armed forces of the United States, already provided 
for by law in case of war, at least 500,000 men, who should, in my opinion, be chosen 
upon the principle of universal liability to service, and also the authorization of subse- 
quent additional increments of equal force as soon as they may be needed and. can be 
handled in training. 

li will involve also, of course, the granting of adequate credits to the Government, 
sustained, | hope, so far as they can equitably be sustained by the present generation, 
by well conceived taxation. I say sustained so far“as may be equitable by taxation be- 
cause it seems to me that it would be most unwise to base the credit which will now be 
necessary entirely on money borrowed. It is our duty, I most respectfully urge, to protect 
our people, as far as we may, against the very serious hardships which would be likely 
to arise out of the inflation which would be produced by vast loans. 

In carrying out the measures by which these things are to be accomplished we should 
keep constantly in mind the wisdom of interfering as littlexas possible in our own prep- 
aration and in the equipment of our own military forces with the duty—for it will be a 
very practical duty—of supplying the nations already at war with Germany with the 
materials which they can obtain only from us or by our assistance. They are in the 
field and we should help them in every way to be effective there. 


I shall take the liberty of suggesting, through the several executive departments of 


the Government for the consideration of your committees, measures for the accomplish- 
ment of the several objects I have mentioned. I hope that it will be your pleasure to deal 
with them as having been framed after very carful thought by the branch of the Govern- 
ment upon which the responsibility of conducting the war and safeguarding the Nation 
will most directly fall. 

While we do these things, these deeply momentous things, let us be very clear and 
make very clear to all the world what our motives and our objects are. My own thought 
has not been driven from its habitual and normal course by the unhappy events of the 
last two months., and I do not believe that the thought of the Nation has been altered 
or clouded by them. 

I have exactly the same thing in mind now that I had in mind when I addressed 
the Senate on the 22d of January last; the same that I had in mind when I addressed the 
Congress «¢ the 3d of February and on the 26th of February. Our object now, «soo 
is to vindicate the principles of peace and the justice in the life of the world as a t 
selfish and autocratic power and to set up among the really free and self-governed peoples 
of the world such a concert of purpose and of action as will henceforth insure the 


observance of those principles. 


» EUTRALITY is no longer feasible or desirable where the peace of the world 
is involved and the freedom of its peoples, and the menace to that peace 
and freedom lies in the existence of autocratic Governments backed by 
organized force which is controlled wholly by their will, not by the will 
of their people. We have seen the last of neutrality in such circumstances. 

We are at the beginning of an age in which it will be insisted that the 
same standards of conduct and of responsibility for wrong done shall be observed among 
nations and their Governments that are observed among the individual citizens of 
civilized states. 

We have no quarrel with the German people. We have no feeling toward them but 
one of sympathy and friendship. It was not upon their impulse that their Government 
acted in entering this war. It was not with their previous knowledge or approval. 

It was a war determined upon as wars used to be determined upon in the old, un- 
happy days ‘when peoples were nowhere consulted by their rulers and wars were pro- 
voked and waged in the interest of dynasties or little groups of ambitious men who were 
accustomed to use their fellow men as pawns and tools. 

Self-governed nations do not fill their neighbor states with spies or set the course 
of intrigue to bring about some critical posture of affairs which will give them an 
opportunity to strike and make conquest. Such designs can be successfully worked only 
under cover and where no one has the right to ask questions. 

Cunningly contrived plans of deception or aggression, carried, it may be, from gener- 
ation to generation,.can be worked out and kept from the light only within the privacy 
of courts or behind the carefully guarded confidences of a narrow and privileged class. 
They are happily impossible where public opinion commands and fmsists upon full infor- 
mation concerning all the nation’s affairs. 

A steadfast concert for peace can never be maintained except by a partnership of 
democratic nations. No autocratic Government could be trusted to keep faith within it 
or observe its covenants. It must be a league of honor, a partnership of opinion. Intrigue 
would eat its vitals away; the plotters of inner circles who could plan what they would 
and render account to no one would be a corruption seated at its very heart. Only free 
peoples can. hold their purpose and their honor steady to a common end and prefer the 
interests of mankind to any narrow interest of their own. 

Does not every American feel that assurance has been added to oyr hope for the 
future peace of the world by the wonderful and heartening things that have been happen- 
ing within the last few weeks in Russia? 

Russia was known by those who knew it best to have been always in fact deno- 
cratic at heart, in all the vital habits of her thought, in all the intimate relations.of her 
people that spoke their natural instinct, their habitual attitude toward life. 

The autocracy that crowned the summit of her political structure, long as it had 
stood and terrible as was the reality of its power, was not in fact Russian in origin, in 
character or purpose; and now it has been shaken, and the great, generous Russian 
people have been added, in all their native majesty and might, to the forces that are 
fighting for freedom in the ‘world, for justice and for peace. Here is a fit partner for a 
league of honor.

The world must be made safe for democracy. Its peace must be planted upon the. 
trusted foundations of political liberty. 

We have no selfish ends to serve. We desire no conquest, no dominion. We seek no 
indemnitie# for ourselves, no material. compensation for the sacrifices we shall freely 
make. We are but one of the champions of the rights of mankind, Wé6 stall be satisfied ~~ 
when those rights have been as secure as the faith and the freedom of the nations can. 
make them. _ 

Just because we fight without rancor and without selfish objects, seeking nothing » 
for ourselves but what we shall wish to share with all free peoples, we shall, I feel conft- 
dent, conduct our operations as beligerents without passion, and ourselves observe with 
proud punctilio the principles of right and fair play we profess to be fighting for. ; 

I have said nothing of the Governments allied with the Imperial Government of ~~ 
Germany, because they have not made war upon us or challenged us to defend our right — 
and our honor. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government has indeed avowed its unqualified indorsement 
and acceptance of the reckless and lawless submarine warfare adopted now without dis- 
guise by the Imperial German Government, and it has therefore not been possible for this 
Government to receive Count Tarnowski, the Ambassador recently accredited to this 
Government by the Imperial and Royal Government of Austria-Hungary; but that Govern — 
ment has not actually engaged in warfare against citizens of the Uni States on the 
seas, and I take the liberty, for the presené at Teast, of postponing ussion of our 
relations with the authorities at Vienna. We enter this war only where we are clearly 
forced into it because there are no other means of defending our rights. 

It will be all the easier for us to conduct ourselves as belligerents in a high spirit — 
of right and fairness because we act without animus, not in enmity toward a people or 
with the desire to bring about any injury or disadvantage upon them, but only in armed i 
opposition to an irresponsible Government which has thrown aside all considerations — 
of humanity and of right and is running amuck. 

We are, let us say again, the sincere friends of the German people, and shall desire ey 
nothing so much as the early re-establishmnt of intimate relations of mutual advantage — 
between us—however hard it may be for them, for the time being, to believe that this ts — 
spoken from our hearts. We have borne with their present Government through all these 2 
bitter months of that friendship—exercising a patience and forbearance which would

how to pack a knapsack and how to travel with all the 
necessary articles in a campaign. Frequently the men 
are taken on 10-mile hikes. 


In addition to the drills enumerated the recruit stands 
by Saturday morning for brigade inspection and inspec- 
tion of bags and hammocks. On Saturday afternoon 
he is allowed to go on liberty if his conduct has been 
satisfactory. 

The educational course at a naval training station 
comprises arithmetic, history, geography, grammar 
spelling, reading, writing and generally useful infor- 
mation regarding the naval service. Graduates are per- 
mitted to study algebra and men who are especially 
equipped are prepared with a view of competing in an 
examination for appointment to the Naval Academy. 

Athletics at naval training stations is heartily en- 
couraged. Football, basket ball, baseball, track and 
field events, boat racing, swimming, target pfactice, 
bayonet contests, bowling, pool and boxing are indulgéd 
in. Competition among companies is fostered by offering 
trophies for excellence in sport. Boxing is extremely 
popular, and while some spirited bouts are staged no 
‘grudge’ fights are allowed. 

Before being transferred to sea every recruit is alk 
lowed a furlough of 10 days to go home, and further al- 
lowed to draw all the money he has to his credit except 
$10, which is kept to cover any necessary expenses upon 
his return. The day after he returns from his furlough 
he is sent to sea. 

The pay among sailors and noncommissioned officers 


“Fin the United States Navy ranges from $17.60 per month 


to the apprentice seaman, or the man who has just been 
received from a naval training station, to $77 a month, 
which is paid to the chief machinists’ mates. A chief 
master-at-arms receives $71.50 and a chief yeoman $66. 
There are three branches, the seaman, the artificer and 
the special branch, and the recruit must decide for 
himself which of these he wishes to enter. 

In the artificer branch are the trades—machinists, elec- 
tricians, carpenters, boilermakers, coppersmiths, ship- 
fitters, blacksmiths, plumbers and fitters, sailmakers and 
painters. They are the best paid of any of the enlisted 


musicians, cooks and bakers. From the seaman’s branch 
are picked the gunners, boatswains, coxswains and other 
petty officers of a ship's crew. 

“The United States Navy,” the “Bluejacket’s Manual’’ 
of the navy says, “offers you a good position for life. 
Few men realize the value of a ‘position for life.’ If 
you are an enlisted man in the service, you have your 
lodging and board free. The average pay in the navy is 
$39 per month; this means that the average of the en- 


listed meu have $29 cash each month for their own use; * 


the only part of that amount that is absolutely neces- 
sary for current expenses is the slight outlay for uni- 
form. Inasmuch as the Government furnishes a complete 
outfit of uniform when you enlist, all you have to do -s 
to keep your bag replenished. The average age of en- 
listed men in the service is just 24; and there are very 
few young men of 24 in civil life who, at the end of 
each month can show anything like $39 in cash for the 
month's work, after their living expenses are all paid. 

“While you are serving in the navy your doctor’s bills 
are paid; and if you get sick you are cared for in a 
hospital without cost to yourself; meanwhile, your full 
pay continues. If you are killed, or die from an accident 
or illness not resulting from your own misconduct, your 
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people receive six months’ pay, less $35 for funeral ex- 
penses, and if you are killed in the line of duty your 
people receive .a pension. 

“Aside from the regular pension provided by the pen- 
sion laws, the following rewards are offered to enlisted 
men. for faithful service; it must be remembered that 
the following is aside trom the retirement laws, which 
give three-quarters of the pay of your rating, after 30 
years’ service and an allowance for quarters and rations 
for the rest of your life: 

“*Any disabled enlisted man who has not been dis- 
charged for miscondé ct, shall, after 10 years’ service in 
the navy, be entitled to a pension, if a board of survey 
consisting of three naval officers, one of whom shall 
be a medical officer, appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, shall recommend it. 

“ ‘After 20 years’ service any enlisted man, disabled 
from sea service by reason of age or infirmity, whe has 
not been discharged for misconduct, shall, if he so elect, 
be entitled to a pension equal to one-half the pay of his 
rating when last discharged in lieu of being provided 
with a home in the Naval Home, Philadelphia.’ 

“Absolute obedience is all that the Government asks 
of you in order to let you partake of the benefits it 
offers.” 


# PROPER GOGGLES AND THE EYES «# 


N an article in the American Machinist on a new 
phase of the goggle question, some _ interesting 
things are said in regard to eyes and light rays. 
Oculists tell us that the ultra-violet light ray is the 

most harmful. A careful study of the ultra-violet light 
ray and all harmful light in general has been made for 
the purpose of producing a scientifically correct colored 
glass for the eyes. It is stated that over 90 per cent of 
the colored glasses in use today to protect the eyes from 
glare are not only inefficient, but are decidedly injurious. 
The light rays that are so harmful to the eyes are found 
particularly in the flames and lights used in industrial 
processes. The oxyacetylene flame is rich in the very 
harmful ultra-violet ray and the carbon arc even more 
so. The cobalt-blue glass, which has been used quite 


largely for protection to the eyes, is found to transmit 
the harmful rays almost as freely as clear glass, even 
though the eye may not detect the glare and the op- 
erator makes no complaint as to using them. Unfortu- 
nately, the eye alone ig incapable of selecting the best 
glass, because the harmful rays are largely invisible and 
slightly varying colors may be very different in their 
effects on the eyes. Some idea of the effect of the ultra- 
violet rays on the eye may be realized when we learn 
that it is these rays in sunlight which produce sun- 
burn. In a similar way the outer membrane of the 
eye may be destroyed by the radiation from the quartz 
mercury arc, the carbon are og the oxyacetylene flame. 
Proper colored glasses in goggles will neutralize the 
most dangerous light rays. 
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“In ordinary times,” began Kennedy, 
“the world would have stood aghast at 


the disappearance of such a masterpiece 
as the Fete by Watteau. It would have 
ranked with the theft of Gainsborough’s 
‘Duchess of Devonshire,’ Da Vincis 
‘Mona Lisa,” tthe brown-skinned Madon- 
na of the Mexican convent, Millet’s “Goose 
Girl” and the “Shepherd and Flock,” the 
portrait of Saskia, by Rembrandt, and 
other stolen masterpieces. 

“But today the vicissitudes of works of 
art in war time pass almost whnoticed. 
Still, there is a fascination exercised over 
the human mind by works of art and 
other objects of historic interest, the more 
so because the taking of art treasures 
seems to have become epidemic in North- 
ern Europe.” 

He laid down what looked more like 
two rough sketches than photographs. 
though the relative brightness of color 
in photographs was quite different. Out- 
lines were displaced, also. Ugly spots and 
bands marred the general effect. They 
were peculiar. 

“They are X-ray images or radiographs 
of two oil paintings, both claimed to be 
copies of Watteau’s famous Fete,” ex- 
plained Kennedy, picking up one of them. 

“In a radiograph of the body,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘the difference of brightness that 
distinguishes the heart from the lungs, 
bones from flesh, is due to the different 
densities of tissues. In these pictures the 
same effect is produced by the different 
densities of the pigments, especially of 
their principal and heaviest elements.”’ 

He paused and laid down a chart. ‘For 
anyone who doubts what I am about to 
prove, I have made a scale of oj! colors, 
arranged in accordance to their trans- 
parency to Roentgen rays by applying 
standard pigments to canvas in patches 
of equal thickness. 3 

“IT think you can see what I am driving 
at. For instance, a design drawn in a 
heavy pigment will show through a layer 
of less dense pigment, under the influence 
of the X-ray, just as bones show through 
flesh. In other words, an ordinary pho- 
tograph reproduces only the surface of a 
painting. A radiograph represents all the 
pigments underneath, also producing ef- 
fects in proportion to their densities. 

“Let me show you the practical result 
of all this in studying such radiographs, 
as worked out by a German student. Il 
have made several very interesting and 
conclusive discoveries which these radio- 
graphs I have taken illustrate.”’ 

He paused a moment, for the sake of 
emphasis. “You will notice,” he _ re- 
sumed carefully, “the lace frill above the 
bodice on the figure of Madam de Mon- 
tespan, in this radiograph. In the paint- 
ing the frill is sharply defined and can 
be clearly distinguished from the bodice. 
But look at this radiograph. It appears 
tattered. It overflows the bodice. 

“That led me to suspect that the bodice 
was widened as an afterthought—per- 
haps to diminish the area of white. That 
is the reason why the white shows 
through the bodice in the radiograph. 


_ But in this other one the bodice and the 


frill are substantially as they must be 
in the original.” 

Again he paused, as if taking up a new 
point. “This radiograph—number one, I 
may call it—shows a broad light band on 
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the right hand of the figure, of which not 
a trace is to be found either in the other 
radiograph or the painting itself. It 
represents the first rough sketch of an 
arm and hand. wre 

“Again, in this first radiograph the ring 
and little fingers are close together and 
a sixth finger appears between the index 
and middle fingers. From that I infer 
that the hand hung limp with the fingers 
nearly in contact in the first sketch and 
the fingers were afterwards separated. 
But in this second radiograph the arm, 
hand and fingers are perfect.” 

It was fascinating to listen to Ken- 
bedy as he delved down into the invisible 
beneath the very oils and dug out their 
hidden mystery. 

Kennedy paused before drawing the 
conclusion. ‘“‘The radiograph of an origi- 
nal picture reveals changes made by the 
artist in the course of his work. The 
counterfeiter, like other copyists, repro- 
duces as accurately as possible the final 
result. That is all he can see. He makes 
errors and corrections, but of a different 
kind. There are no serious changes. 

“So, a radiograph of even a part of a 
picture shows the layers of pigment that 
are hidden from the eye and the changes 
made during the composition of the work. 
One can easily distinguish the genuine 
from the spurious copies, for it is abso- 
lutely impossible for an imitator to make 
a copy that will stand the X-ray test. 

“One moment more, please,’ Kennedy 
resumed. “The radiograph shows even 
more than that. It shows the possibility 
of detecting a signature that has been 
painted over, in order to disarm suspi- 
cion. The detection is easier in propor- 
tion to the density of the pigment used 
for the signature and the lack of density 
of the superposed coat.” 

He had laid the radiographs on the 
table before him with a finger on the cor- 
ner of each, as he faced us. 

“At the bottom of each of the paintings 
in question,” he shot out, leaning for- 
ward, you will find nothing in the way of 
a signature. But here, in radiograph 
number two, for instance, barely discern- 
able, are the words, ‘R. Fleming,’ quite in- 
visible to the eye, but visible to the X-ray. 
These words have been painted over. 
Why? Was it to prevent anyone from 
thinking that the owner had ever had any 
connection with Rhoda Fleming?” 

I was following Kennedy, but not so 
closely that I missed a fearful glance 
of Rita from Faber to Jacot. What it 
meant I did not know. The others were 
too intent on Kennedy's exposure to no- 
tice. I wondered whether someone had 
sought to conceal the fact that he had a 
copy of the famous Watteau, made by 
Miss Fleming. 

“Look at the bottom of the other radio- 
graph, number one, further toward the 
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left,” . pursued Kennedy _ resistlessly. 
“There you will discover traces of an ‘A’ 
and a ‘W’ which \do not appear on the 
painting. Betweehi these two are marks 
which can also be deciphered by the X-ray 
—Antoine Watteau.’ Perhaps it was 
painted over lightty so than an original 
could be smuggled in as a copy. More 
likely it was dofie so that a thief and 
murderer could not be traced.”

ITH the time for the next Government 
census only three years away, the 
contest of four great cities—St. 
Louis, Detroit, Cleveland and Bos- 
ton—for fourth place in the list of 
leading cities of the United States 
grows more spirited and interesting, 

and the questions naturally arise: How does St. Loujs 
now stand in its struggle to retain the coveted rank? 
What is St. Louis doing in extra effort to keer pace 
with its rivals? 

News of what the other contestants are doing comes 
in one form or another very frequently. Detroit is tax- 
ing every facility, as shown by its enormous building 
figures, to house its increasing population. Cleveland 
is working on much the same lines, while Boston ap- 
pears content with the same steady, substantial growth 
that has characterized that city in the past. The one 
big opportunity for St. Louis to leap forward seems at 
this time to be the acquisition of some outlying, thickly 
populated territory that rightly should be in the cor- 
porate limits. To this end the Million Population Club 
and the Real Estate Exchange are directing their efforts. 

There are five means of approximation upon which 
an estimate of a city’s population might with reason 
be based—vote in presidential elections, schovul children 
enrolled, street railway passengers transported, tele- 
phone subscribers and new buildings. Figures on these 
subjects from St. Louis, Detroit, Cleveland and Boston 
show St. Louis leading in the vote by a large margin; 
I >troit leading in building operations and number of 
school children and Boston leading in street railway 
passengers and number of telephone subscribers. Cleve- 
land is well up in the race, ranking ahead of Boston in 
the vote, ahead of St. Louis in school children and tele- 
phone subscribers and ahead of St. Louis and Boston in 
building operations. 


The census of 1910 gave St. Louis fourth place with a - 


population of 687,029, a gain of 19.4 per cent over 1900; 
i oston fifth place, with 670,58), a gain of 19.6; Clevelani 
sixth place, with 560,663, a gain of 46.9; Baltimore sev- 
ecth, with 668,485, a gain of 9.7; Pittsburg eight, with 
533,905, a gain of 18.2, and Detroit ninth, with 465,766, a 
gain of 63 per cent. 

The remarkable gain shown by Detroit is attributed, 
of course, to the development of the automobile indus- 
try, of which that city is the hub, and facts show that 
it has continued to grow at a rapid rate since 1910. 

From 1900 to 1910 Detroit’s population increased 180,- 
062, against gains of 111,791 for St. Louis, 178,895 for 
Cleveland and 109,693 for Boston, in the same period, 
with St. Louis leading the quartet by a margin of 16,444 
over Boston, 126,366 over Cleveland and 221,2@8 over 
Detroit. 

The following compilation shows how the four cities 
ranted at the close of 1916, with respect to the vote cast 
in the presidenti: 1 election, number of school children, 
street railway passengers, telephone subscribers and 
building operations, including figures of 1908 for com- 
parison:

The vote of a city is generally conceded to be a fairly 
safe basis for calculation of the number of inhabitants 
of a city of the first class, it being estimated that each 
vote represents five persons. Population calculated on 
this basis would give St. Louis, at\the clese of 1916, 
810,000 in round numbers; Detroit, 583,000; Cleveland, 
535,000, and Boston 495,000. But this method is found 
to be woefully inconsistent in its relation to Boston, 
which the 1910 census gave 670,585. 
larger woman popuiation than other cities of its rank, 
however, and this probably explains how that city suf- 
fers in estimating its population by consideration of the 
male vote. 

It would be very difficult to estimate population by 
the number of school children, as, for example, though 
Boston showed a large increase in population from 1908 
to 1916, vet the school enrollment fell off 8593 in that 
period.

gers transported in 1916, and Detroit is second, 108,000,000 
behind Boston; St. Louis third, 71,000,000 behind Detroit, 
and Cleveland fourth, about 10,000,000.behind St. Louis. 
The topography of a city has much to do with street 
car transportation, for one thing, and outlying suburbs 
or small towns, such as lie close to Boston, and yet do 
not contribute to the city’s population, will give increase | 
to street car traffic. The fact that Boston has a greater 
area of outlying, thickly populated towns to draw from 
than its three rivals is the probable reason for its show- 
ing in street railway passengers. 

St. Louis always has been backward in telephone de- 


velopment, according to an official of the Bell Telephone __ 


Co., as compared with other cities, ranking ninetieth in 
a list of 125 cities with populations of 50,000 or more. 
To discover the cause of this condition the Bell Tele- 
phgne Co. made an investigation and found that 68 per 
cent of the dwellings in St. Louis are flats or apart- 
ments and 63 per cent rent for $25 a month or less. 
«They also found a greater per cent of unskilled labor 
population in this city than in the cities challenging St. 
Louis for fourth place. 

With 16,490 new buildings of all kinds erected in 1916, 
Detroit has a substantial lead over its sister cities, the 
building operations showing an approximate total cost 
of.-$51,000,000. Cleveland follows with operations show- 
ing an expenditure of $33,000,000, the number of build- 
ings not being available at this writing. St. Louis erect- 
ec 4094, for $12,838,277, and Boston 1149, for $15,650,315. 
Here also is an apparent discrepancy to upset calcula- 
tions—Boston having a greater total expenditure and 
fewer new structures than St. Louis. This may be ac- 
counted for by more office or large store buildings and 
costly, structures and fewer dwelling houses in Boston 
than have gone up here in the last year. 

St. Louis real estate men and members of the Million 


’ Population Club express great disappointment at the in- 


action of the last General Assembly on a bill intro- 
duced to enable cities with a population of more than 
400,000 to annex adjoining territory, with consent of the 
county residents. The purpose of the bill was to per- 
mit St. Louis to take in a strip of territory lying close 
to the corporate limits, with a population of at least 
i0v,.. 0. The bill was amended and passed the Senate; 
was sent to the House and referred to the Municipal Cor- 
porations Committee, which reported unfavorably, and 
so prevented it being put on the calendar. The bill en- 
countered some spirited opposition from county citizens 
and received only half-hearted support from the city. 
its supporters, however, have not given up hope of its 
reintroduction and passage, next year. 

Officials of the Real Estate Exchange, Bell Telephone 
‘Co. and United Railways, who have studied the growth - 
of St. Louis, say that all signs indicate that St. Louis 
will show as much or greater percentage of growth in 
1920 as at the taking of the last census, and point out 
that Detroit, conceded to be the strongest contender 
for fourth place, must show a gain of more than 100 per 
cent over 1910 to displace St. Louis.

selves in less than a year. One of them, the Surprise, 
paid for ‘itself in eight months, besides presenting her 
owner with a net profit of $50,000. 

The fast clippers were not only used in the California 
trade, but in all seven seas. England saw its own 
produce carried in American ships to British colonies 
and violent protests went up from the sbip interests of 
the tight little isle. By order of the British Admiralty 
the lines of several American clippers were copied and 
England set about building these speed ships. 

Soon England had several tea clippers in service and 
the claim was made that they were faster than the 
American craft. In 1852 the American Navigation Club 
of Boston issued a challenge for.a race between Amer- 
ican and British clippers for 20,000 pounds sterling a side. 
The bet was not taken, but not long afterwards three 
British ships got a drubbing that shut up their follow- 
ers for a long time. These craft, with the American 
Witch of the Wave, left Canton the same day for Lon- 
don with tea cargoes. The Witch arrived in London 
after 90 days; the fastest of the British ships came in 
in 106 days. London had about drunk up all the tea 
on the Witch before the British ship landed its cargo. 

Probably the best known of the wooden ships was the 
Great Republic, the largest clipper ever built. Her 
fore and main lower masts were each three feet eight 
inches in diameter. The main mast was nearly 205 feet 
high and the main yard was 124 feet long. 

On her first voyage she crossed the Atlantic in 13 
days, and this, too, after a fire on board caused a re- 
duction in the amount of sail she carried. What she 
might have done as originally built makes an interesting 
conjecture. 

Later she was sold to the British, who in turn sold 
her to the French for a transport. The great ship was 
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lest in a hurricane off Bermuda in 1872. 

Upon the discovery of. gold in Australia American 
shippers began building for that trade. The Lightning, 
in her maiden voyage from Boston to Liverpool, made 
a run of 436 miles in 24 hours, the greatest speed ever 
attained by a sailing vessel. During her voyage to 
Australia on one occasion she traveled more than 20 
knots for hours at a time, a record that was not beaten 
by either steam or sail until 1889. Several clippers at 
this period made the run from Boston to Liverpoo! in 
under 13 days. 

The Lightning, in its first trip from Melbourne to 
London, hung up a record that was not beaten for years 
—63 days for the journey. A run of 3722 miles was made 
in 10 days and one day 412 miles were reeled off. On 
this voyage she carried $5,000,000 in gold dust.

The James Baines, which made the same voyage in 
1854, went out in 63 days and returned in 69, thus mak- 
ing the trip around the world in 132 days, a record. 

Up to just before the Civil War the United States was 
the undoubted mistress of the seas. More than 5,000,000 
tons of shipping flew the American flag—almost equal 
to the amount under the British flag—but the speed of 
the American ship and the daring of American captains 
overcame what little difference there was in tonnage. 

With the Civil War came the decline of the shipping 
business. Congress withdrew postal subsidies and thé 
iron ship proved the Frankenstein that delivered the 
coup de grace to the American shipping. While New 
England ship building yards persisted in turning out 
wooden ships the British turned to iron and the issue 
of sea supremacy did not remain long in doubt.

“Obviously, then, the poor boy in the United States 
has an El Dorado at his door as compared with the youth 
of Germany. The United States has given the immi- 
grant liberty in everything; a comfortable home and 
riches for the taking. This is more that any other 
country ever did for the stranger—more than Europe 
does for her own.”
